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Report of the 1955 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election 


Annual Meeting held February 8, 9, 10 and 11 
Annual Election held February 15 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Lawrence High School Auditorium Tuesday, February 8, at 7:00 o’clock 
p.m. to act upon the articles contained therein:—

Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 


At 7:22 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator; 
Milford R. Lawrence. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted, 141 announced present 
and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum 
for this meeting being 111. 


The invocation was offered by the Rev. James E. Gleason, Pastor 
of the St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


J. Edward Nickerson, Chairman of the Selectmen, presented the 
following motion:— 


That no session of this Annual Town Meeting shall continue after 
eleven o’clock except upon the affirmative vote of two-thirds of the 
Town Meeting members then present, and in no event shall consider- 
ation of a new article be begun after twelve o’clock midnight. Also 
that the remainder of the sessions of said meetings shall commence at 
7:30 o’clock p.m, 


Said motion was approved by the Town Meeting Members. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot—see subsequent 
report of Election—February 15, 1955) q 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Standing Votes 
of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town Report of 1954 for the 
year 1955. 


Voted, to adopt the Standing Votes as printed in the Town Report 
for 1954 for the year 1955 with the following changes:— 
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Art. If ANNUAL TOWN REPORT Sec. (d)—amended to read:— 

All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes relating to the 
Town’s business and all amendments thereof adopted since the preceding 
Annual Town Report. 


Art. III SELECTMEN—Sec. 2 delete the words “fire wards” and 
substitute therefor the words “fire engineers”. 


Article 3. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing.

To see if the Town will vote to elect a Town Director 
for the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in Chapter 128, Sec- 
tions 40 and 41 of the General Laws.

To hear the Reports of Committees and Town Officers 
and raise and appropriate any money therefor. 


Voted, to accept the reports of Committees and Town Officers as 
printed in the Town Report for 1955. 


The following report was read by George A. Ferris, Chairman of 
the Town Hall Building Needs Committee:— 


The Town Hall Building Needs Committee met six times during 
1954 and interviewed four local architects in an effort to determine 
whether it was possible to obtain preliminary plans and specifications 
for a new Town Hall. While it is not entirely certain that present funds 
are adequate for this purpose, it is believed that it may be possible to 
get the job done within existing appropriations. 


In recent months, however, the considerable damage brought about 
by hurricanes CAROL and EDNA has made the committee feel that 
this is not an appropriate time to embark upon such a costly project 
as a new Town Hall. In addition, there has been the development of 
the possibility that the State and Federal Governments may provide 
funds for an armory for the National Guard in Falmouth. If this should 
come to pass within the next few years it would make considerable 
difference in the plans of the new Town Hall, since it is now necessary 
for the Town to provide such quarters. 


Accordingly, it is the recommendation of the committee that further 
study be given this matter and it is requested that the committee be 
continued for another year without any increase in funds.

The following report was read by John McGilvray, Chairman of 
Committee on Wage Classification—Town Employees:— 


Article 68 of the 1954 Annual Town Meeting proposed a study of 
compensation of all Town Employees and the action under that article 
provided as follows: 


VOTED that the Moderator appoint a committee of three 
(3) members, which committee shall prepare a plan classifying 
any and all positions held by Town employees, other than those 
filled by popular election and those under the direction and con- 
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trol of the school committee, into groups and classes doing sub- 
stantially similar work or having substantially equal responsi- 
bilities, and establishing minimum and maximum salaries to be 
paid to employees in positions so classified, which plan shall 
provide for the attainment of such maximum salaries by period- 
ical step-rate increases based on length of service, as provided 
in General Laws; Chapter 41, Section 108A, such salaries to be 
appropriately related, if possible, to a reliable cost of living 
index; which committee may employ professional consultants in 
connection with the foregoing, and shall report to a Town Meet- 
ing not later than the next Annual Town Meeting its recom- 
mendations thereto; and that the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) for the use of 
said Committee; and that there be a public report on the subject 
matter by this Committee not later than September 15, 1954. 


The committee was appointed in October and since it was obviously 
impossible to meet the requirement of submitting a report by September 
15, 1954 as called for in the above vote, the committee concerned itself 
with the problem of whether or not to attempt to have a report pre- 
pared for this meeting. It was decided that there was not sufficient 
time available for a proper study and evaluation. Even if a report could 
have been obtained in time there would not have been an adequate op- 
portunity for the careful consideration that such a report should receive 
before being submitted to a vote by Town Meeting. 


The Committee looked into the matter of choosing professional con- 
sulting assistance and after careful investigation and the interviewing 
of three such consultants it was the unanimous choice of the committee 
to employ Mr. Samuel P. Allison of Wellesley. Mr. Allison, a private 
management consultant, is highly regarded in this field and has the 
added advantage of five years experience gained as Chairman of the 
Personnel Board which administers the Salary Administration Plan of 
Wellesley which he developed from a study similar to that proposed 
for Falmouth. 


However, in order to do the job properly it will be necessary to 
add $2,000 to the $1,500 voted last year but this will assure the right kind 
of survey and ultimate plan. Accordingly, the committee hereby re- 
quests that $2,000 be authorized at this time to be added to last year’s 
funds and that the Committee be continued for another year. If this 
request is granted it will then be possible to submit to the Town by 
Fall a report that the Committee is confident will do justice to this 
important problem. 


It should be said that it is possible to obtain a professional study 
within the limits of the appropriation voted last year. The Committee 
is convinced, however, that this would be a waste of the taxpayers’ 
money since such a job would have to be very superficial. In all proba- 
bility the result would be either unacceptable to the Town or, if adopted, 
would prove to be unsatisfactory within a few years. A workable salary 
plan is something that will be with the Town for many years to come 
and it should be developed properly or not at all. 


At the request of the Finance Committee, Mr. Allison was engaged 
on a very limited basis to advise on a few positions which may be con- 
sidered critical this year. The cost of this consultation will be under 
$200 and it is thought to be worthwhile when related to the importance 
of making right decisions in such matters. 
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The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to Mr. Charles 
C. Willis for valuable assistance in making available much data ob- 
tained irom other towns who have already made surveys and adopted 
plans of this nature.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to contract with the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company to light the 
streets for the coming year, or take any other action thereon. 


Voted, to authorize the Selectmen to contract with the Cape & Vine- 
yard Electric Company to light the streets for the coming year.

(f-3) A Motel: A Motel is a building erected for and/or used 
for paying guests, permanently or transiently, and specifically 
designed, to provide individual outside entrances to each 
room or suite of rooms, and ready access to or from the guests’ 
car, which is licensed under Section 32B of Chapter 140 of 
the General Laws. 

C. By adding the following paragraph under Section 2: 

(m) A Bath House: A Bath House is any building erected or 
maintained at or adjacent to waterfronts, which provides 
dressing room facilities for bathers.

the Town issued in legal form therefor for the cost thereof, or do or 
act anything else in this matter. 


On petition of William G. Mullen and others. 


Voted, that the- Town extend the water mains by laying a pipe not 
less than 6 inches in diameter a distance of 620 feet, more or less in 
Katy Hatch’s Road and Moorland Drive in Falmouth Village, said in- 
stallation being subject to the necessary easements and a 9% guaranty. 
Funds for said installation to be taken from Water Department, Minor 
Extension Account, said installation to be made under the direction of 
the Water Commissioners. 


Passed by affirmative voice vote. 
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Article 119. To see if the Town will vote to extend the water mains 
by laying pipe not less than six (6) inches in diameter in and through 
Gerloff Road, a private way, extending Southwesterly from Fairview 
Avenue Extension over property owned by Martha J. Gerloff and Anna 
Gerloff, for a distance of approximately 400 feet, and for said purpose 
raise and appropriate the necessary amount of money therefor by tax 
levy, water revenue, water surplus, or by notes or bonds of the Town 
issued in legal form therefor, said extension being subject to a 9% 
guaranty, and provided also that the owners shall grant permanent 
easements in said private way to the Town, or take any other action 
or pass any other votes for said purposes.

Held on September 19, 1955 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the voters met at the Memorial Audi- 
torium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, on Monday, September 19, 
1955 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act upon the articles contained therein. 


Officers in attendance were:—

The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:—

Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 

At 7:48 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. The Town Meeting Members were counted, 120 
announced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum for this meeting being 112. 

The invocation was offered by Rev. Mason Wilson, Pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, Woods Hole.

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The sanitation of the restaurants, stores and school cafe- 
terias have been closely supervised this year, having been in- 
spected several times and smears taken for bacteriological 
count by the county sanitary engineer and the local health 
officer. Due to close supervision, a great improvement has 
been noted. 

In June, Albert E. Landers, Health Agent attended a 
three day conference in Amherst sponsored by the State De- 
partment of Pubilc Health on sanitation, also day conferences 
held in the southeastern district. 

Salk vaccine was administered to pupils in the first and 
second grades by the school physician, Dr. Alfred Compton, 
assisted by the school nurse, Miss Charlotte Holden. The town 
appropriated $3000.00 for the purchase of Salk vaccine to be 
used when and if required. Increases in contagious diseases 
were noted on account of the many scarlet fever cases and po- 
liomyelitis cases. There were eleven paralytic, and five non- 
paralytic cases. 

The new law governing the care and financial assistance 
of premature babies will increase the cost to the town for 
hospitalization. Babies weighing under five pounds instead 
of four and one half may receive assistance, if parents are 
unable to take the responsibility of hospitalization. 

All barns were inspected during the month of December 
and the animal census was taken. 

A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office 
under refrigeration and are available to physicians in the 
town without cost. 

This department again wishes to express its appreciation 
to Dr. Julius G. Kelly, the Falmouth Nursing Association, and 
the Barnstable County Health officers for their co-operation 
and assistance throughout the year.

Morin & Son have done a very satisfactory job of col- 
lecting garbage and rubbish and there has been a minimum 
of complaints.

24,084 loads of rubbish have been taken to the Gifford 
Street dump this year.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the 
Town of Falmouth: 


In making my report this year I am especially pleased 
to report that the large trees including the Village Green are 
in satisfactory condition throughout the entire town. 


In spite of the 1954 hurricane I think the trees throughout 
the town are in good physical condition. Each year in an ef- 
fort to insure the greatest amount of safety for the citizens 
of the town, broken and low hanging branches and dead trees 
were trimmed and removed after the trees have attained 
their growth for the season. The Tent Caterpillar and Fall 
Web infestation is continuing to show improvement. All trees 
along the main and secondary roads were sprayed as soon as 
possible for the control of these unsightly insects. All of the 
young trees have been fertilized this year same as for the past 
three years and more young trees have been planted through- 
out the town including new developments and replacements 
of young trees which were destroyed by the hurricane and 
drought. This year I have used three tons of tree food on part 
of the East Main Street trees and hope to carry on this feed- 
ing program next year. 


This department owns a Bean Sprayer that is about 
twenty-one years old and it certainly needs a new tank. 
Therefore I have three different articles for this sprayer 
one for replacing with a new tank on this sprayer which I do 
not think is advisable, and two to trade in for a new one which 
I would recommend. 
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During this year this department received many requests 
for work and advice and we are pleased to render any service 
possible within the limits of this department at any time to 
our town residents. 


I also want to thank the Police Department for their co- 
operation during my night spraying for without the police 
assistance I would be unable to do this as it is getting to be 
a problem for night spraying as well as day spraying.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The season’s regular spraying program for the elm leaf 
beetle, gypsy moth, browntail, cancer worm, tent caterpillar, 
fall web, was taken care of according to schedule. Extra dor- 
mant sprays were put on the elms for the elm bark beetle for 
prevention of dutch elm disease. A contract spraying by helio- 
copter and airplane using one thousand gallons of DDT was 
put on in mid July for the Japanese Beetle control covering one 
thousand acres. This program was very effective and des- 
troyed large numbers of Japanese Beetles. This method is 
the most effective yet for destroying this pest. I am recom- 
mending a continuance of this program. 

Our department co-operated with the Department of 
Natural Resources this year during the spraying program for 
elimination of the Pine Looper. We covered the town with 
test plates in order to determine the extent of effectiveness 
of the spray. I am convinced the coverage was thorough and 
complete. 

Our town record of Dutch Elm Disease continues to be ex- 
cellent although we submitted many specimens during the 
year. Not a single case of Dutch Elm Disease was found. This 
result can only be accomplished through careful vigilance 
and through spraying and trimming the dead wood. 

Wood Ticks are still numerous and will need special at- 
tention and extra spraying. Control of Poison Ivy and Pine 
Looper and Japanese Beetle have been added to the duties 
of the moth superintendent by the General Court. 

The Gypsy Moth trapping program was taken care of the 
past summer. Seventy-two traps were set out in the town and 
patrolled weekly. Five traps captured male moths.

Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Park 
Commissioners for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


GOODWILL PARK 


The increasing popularity of this park has required the 
development of 214 additional acres for picnic and day-outing 
use. Five hundred feet of additional road was opened up, 
about one mile of old road has been cleaned up and pruned, 
and the parking area built last year has been hardened and 
completed. Fifteen new picnic tables and two new double 
swings were added during the year. A large barbecue pit was 
installed this fall by the Kiwanis Club in a pleasant area 
large enough to accommodate several hundred people. The 
Park Commissioners wish to express the gratitude of all Fal- 
mouth for this fine gift which is available for use by any 
Falmouth organization. 


ELLIS M. LEWIS PARK 


This centrally located park becomes increasingly im- 
portant as an area where children may play while parents 
are shopping. Tennis and Shuffleboard courts, and small 
games received constant use during the summer. Additional 
clearing of brush to open up more play area, topdressing, 
seeding and fertilizing, and the placing of several additional] 
benches were carried out as time permitted.

VILLAGE GREEN PARK 


General care and maintenance was continued through- 
out the year. Four elm trees approximately 20 feet high were 
donated by the Falmouth Tree Planting Committee and 
planted so as to replace the large trees destroyed by recent 
storms. 


CRESCENT PARK 
In addition to general maintenance, a double swing and 
two new benches were installed. 


WORCESTER PARK 

Considerable clearing of brush from the north end of the 
park has been done, and landscape planting was carried out 
at the south end of the park near the waterfront. Many fine 
evergreens and shrubs for this planting were donated by Mr. 
Wilfrid Wheeler, and a planting of perennials donated by Mr. 
Fred Sanborn, for which the Park Commissioners wish to ex- 
press the thanks of the Town of Falmouth. 


CENTRAL PARK 
A new flagpole has been installed to replace the one des- 
troyed by Hurricane Carol, and a new barrier-fence has been 
put up around the ball field to keep automobiles off the grass. 
Repairs have been made to the split rail fence through the 
generous donation of Mr. Joseph B. Miskell, for which the 
Commissioners wish to express Falmouth’s thanks. 


HEIGHTS WATERFRONT PARK 
An asphalt promenade 15 feet wide by 1500 feet long was 
installed along the top of the sea wall, in order to provide a 
hard surface for the heavy foot traffic this area received in 
summer. A small section of post and rail fence was put up 
for protection of pedestrians, and general care and mainten- 
ance was carried out. 


DEACONS POND PARK 
6 new benches were installed and general care and main- 
tenance was carried out. 
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WOODS HOLE PARK 
One new picnic table and a seesaw were installed, and gen- 
eral care and maintenance were carried out.

Combining of the Shore Erosion and Town Wharves Com- 
mittees into the Waterways Committee has accomplished a 
great deal in coordinating the development and protection 
of the foreshores and harbors of the town. Cooperation of 
the many persons involved is reflected in the accomplishments 
this past year and the Committee is planning to continue the 
work set out for it. 


Thirteen meetings of the full committee, as well as sub- 
committee meetings, have been held throughout the year. The 
following projects have been icone or are in process at 
the present time: 

1. Jetty construction and sand fill at the recently town-ac- 

quired Bristol Beach, Maravista. 

2. Jetty construction and fill at the Marine Biological Lab- 
oratory Beach, Woods Hole. 
Bulkhead replacing the Town Wharf at Clinton Avenue. 
Dock extension and repairs, West Falmouth Dock. 
1000’ snow fence to stop sand drift at Nobska Beach. 
Survey of Falmouth Inner Harbor for future dredging.

The following projects have been completed or are in pro- 
cess by the State Department of Public Works with Hurricane 
Relief funds at no cost to the town:

The above two items are expected to be accomplished 
with Hurricane Relief funds at no cost to the Town.

5. Build one anchor groin and two smaller groins at Chap- 
oquoit Beach, West Falmouth.

Waterways Committee 
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Report of the Dog Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Dog Officer for the 
year 1955. 


During the past year I have picked up 168 stray dogs. 
Disposed of 215 dogs plus 23 wild dogs. Answered 1762 calls. 
Returned 84 dogs to their rightful owners. I have traveled 
10,400 miles. 


Due to the great number of complaints as well as loss of 
livestock and fowl, an order was issued by the office of the 
Board of Selectmen in accordance with the General Laws 
to restrain all dogs from running at large in the Town of 
Falmouth. 


Since the issuance of this order, the loss of fowl and live- 
stock has been kept to a minimum and has given the Dog 
Officer concrete grounds to more fully discharge the duties 
of his office, however, I find that many have not complied 
with this order bringing about a great increase in complaints 
and in mileage. In view of this fact, I have asked for an in- 
crease in my budget for 1956 in order that I might enforce 
the restraining order that is now in existence.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a summary of work done on highways 
during 1955. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1955 has been 
completed. The work included the resurfacing of Hatchville 
Road, with asphalt, for a distance of 6,700 feet and seal- 
coating with sand cover for a distance of 6,700 feet; Nash- 
awena Avenue was seal-coated with sand cover for 6,645 feet; 
Old Silver Beach Road, West Falmouth, was seal-coated with 
34-inch stone for 4,850 feet; Thomas B. Landers Road, former- 
ly Mill Road, West Falmouth, was seal-coated its entire 
length, a distance of 14,800 feet. The total cost of this work 
was $12,000, the State, County and Town sharing one-third 
of the cost equally. Reimbursement to the Town was $8,000. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1954 has 
been closed with the completion of new construction with 
mix-in-place asphalt on Valley Road, running east from the 
Nathan S. Ellis Highway to Hayway Road, for a distance of 
one mile. The cost of the contract was $30,000, the State ap- 
propriation was $15,000, County $7,500, and the Town $7,500. 
Reimbursement to the Town will be $22,500. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction program for 1955 has 
been started. This work will complete construction on Valley 
Road to Hayway Road. The balance of the appropriation 
will be used to widen, harden and straighten Jones Road, and 
to install a proper drainage system. All Chapter 90 contracts 
are completed using Town labor and equipment, under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor. 
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The 1955 program of seal-coating with sand and stone 
has been completed on the following roads: Old Barnstable 
Road, East Falmouth, for a distance of two miles; Acapesket 
Road, two miles; Waquoit East End Road, East Falmouth; two 
miles; Falmouth Heights Road, one mile; Clinton Avenue, 
three-tenths of a mile; Old Meeting House Road and Turner 
Road, Hatchville, two miles; and East Main Street, one mile. 


A two-way road from Main Street to Hamlin Avenue 
was constructed in accordance with the plan entitled “Plan 
of New North Access Road”, and the existing surface of Ham- 
lin Avenue was widened, hardened and straightened and im- 
provements made wherever necessary. This new road has 
considerably relieved traffic congestion during the summer 
months, in addition to providing an access road to the east 
end of the Town. 


A traffic rotary circle was constructed at the intersection 
of Falmouth Heights Road, Grand Avenue South and Grand 
Avenue North. The construction of this traffic circle has 
eliminated one of the most hazardous traffic intersection 
areas in the Town, particularly during the summer months. 


Sidewalk construction during the year has included seal- 
coating and resurfacing the following: Davisville Road, East 
Falmouth, 3,000 feet; Walker Street, 1,000 feet; Mill Road, 
1,000 feet; School Street, Woods Hole, 800 feet and Millfield 
Street, Woods Hole, 700 feet. 


Traffic signs are erected at the request of the Board of 
Selectmen and the Chief of Police. During the year, 357 new 
traffic signs were placed, including 70 SLOW CHILDREN, 55 
SLOW, 53 STOP, 15 ONE-WAY, 164 NO PARKING. All sign 
construction and repair work is done in the Department shop. 
This year 132 new signs were constructed and painted and 
225 street signs were repainted, including signs for streets 
re-named by the Planning Board. 


Wooden and cement guard rails have been painted and 
repaired and new railings constructed wherever necessary. 
All railings along Falmouth Heights bluff, Nobska Road, Surf 
Drive, Beach Road, and Green Pond Bridge, Menauhant, that 
were damaged during the hurricane have been replaced. 
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All hurricane damage work was completed by June first. 
In addition to replacing guard railings along the shore areas, 
Surf Drive, Beach Road, Menauhant Road and Nobska Road 
were rebuilt. 


Bridges were repaired as follows: Eel Pond Bridge was 
completely repainted and steel rods were replaced wherever 
there was corrosion by salt water; Great Pond Bridge steel 
railings were painted; steel railings on Old Silver Beach 
Bridge were painted; and the wooden railings on Bourne Pond 
Bridge, Menauhant were repainted. 


A new drainage system was installed on Old County Road 
in Megansett. Drainage work on Scranton Avenue has been 
done, but not completed. Catch basins have been cleaned 
throughout the year and new basins have been installed. 


The usual amount of patching and maintenance work 
has been completed to maintain the good condition of the 
roads, and gravel roads have been graded and gravel applied. 
Brush was mowed during the spring and fall, while brush 
along the roadside is mowed during the year. The work of 
patching, maintenance and brush cutting is continued 
throughout the year. 


The Highway shed and repair shop are in good condition. 
Trucks and equipment have been kept in good repair by the 
shop mechanics; however, the department trucks are in poor 
condition, because of additional new construction work and 
extensive hurricane work during the year. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation for the 
cooperation I have received throughout the year from the 
Board of Selectmen, department heads, and to the Highway 
Department personnel.

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Report of the Committee on 
Proposals to Amend and Revise the 


Present Town Meeting Form of Government 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Committee of five appointed to bring in proposals 
or plans to amend and to revise the present Town Meeting 
form of government herewith submits its report. 


In preparing the following, the Committee has met num- 
erous times, and has gone over carefully the Act of 1935, 
Chapter 349, under which Falmouth Town Meetings function. 
It has attended meetings in all precincts to try to get the 
feeling of the voters on possible changes in the form of Town 
Meeting government, and has written several towns having 
similar limited form of town government requesting infor- 
mation. It has also gone over the acts of several of these 
towns. After careful consideration, and consultation with the 
Town Counsel, the Committee makes the following recom- 
mendations. 


1. The Committee recommends that the total number of 
Town Meeting members, exclusive of members at large, 
be increased to as near 250 as possible. It further recom- 
mends that these additional Town Meeting members be 
added to each precinct over a period of three years, add- 
ing additional members to each, yearly, until the total 
number of members is reached. This would change Chap- 
ter 349 of the Acts of 1935 so that it would be amended 
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as follows: “By striking out in the last sentence of the 
first paragraph of Section Two the words ‘as nearly two 
hundred as may be, exclusive of members at large’ and 
substituting in place thereof the words ‘as nearly two 
hundred and fifty as may be, exclusive of members at 
large’.” 


“By inserting and adding after said paragraph the fol- 
lowing: ‘The additional town meeting members herein pro- 
vided shall be elected as follows: One-third (1/3) thereof 
over a period of each of two (2) successive years and the 
remainder thereof in the third (3rd) successive year’.” 
The Committee seriously considered the matter of a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of elected Town Meeting 
members, and concluded that at present this would not 
be a wise policy. The question, they felt, is not so much 
one of greater representation per capita voter in the 
Town, since the number of Town Meeting members to 
registered voters in the Town is about as 1 is to 25, but 
it is rather a question of urging civic minded citizens to 
further active duty. 


The Committee recommends that the present number of 
Town Meeting members at large be changed, and that 
only heads of Town Departments and Chairmen of Com- 
mittees as recommended below be members at large. It 
would add to the list of members at large the Chairman 
of the Beach Committee and the Town Counsel. This 
would change Section 3, Chapter 349, of the Acts of 1935 
as follows: “By striking out that portion of the first para- 
graph of Section Three after the words in the fifth line 
of said paragraph which reads, ‘designated town meeting 
members at large’ and inserting in place thereof the fol- 
lowing as the town meeting members at large: ‘namely, 
any member of the General Court of the Commonwealth 
who is a voter of the Town, the moderator, the town clerk 
and treasurer, the chairman of the board of selectmen, 
the chairman of the board of public welfare, the chair- 
man of the board of assessors, the tax collector, the chair- 
man of the school committee, the chairman of the water 
and sewer commissioners, the chairman of the park com- 
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missioners, the town accountant, the chairman of the 
finance committee, the chairman of the planning board, 
the highway surveyor, the tree warden, the chairman of 
the trustees of the public library, the chairman of the 
beach committee and the town counsel’.”’ The Committee 
feels that any Town Meeting member who becomes by 
appointment or election one of the officers designated as 
members at large shall, upon appointment or election, 
cease to be an elected Town Meeting member, and that 
the Town Clerk should be empowered to inform such 
member at large that he must resign his elected mem- 
bership or that of the member at large. No individual 
should hold two memberships at the same time as by so 
doing he thereby reduces the number of elected Town 
Meeting members. 


Certain precincts in the Town have been and still are 
growing more rapidly in population than others. This 
makes for an unequal number of Town Meeting members 
per precinct. The Committee recommends that the Board 
of Selectmen of the Town and the Board of Registrars 
of Voters, acting jointly, review the boundaries of the 
precincts and change them where necessary, so that the 
number of Town Meeting members in each precinct be 
kept approximately equal. Since the Town is growing 
rapidly, the Committee urges that this be done regularly, 
at least every five years as required by statute, or more 
often if necessary. 


The Committee suggests that, in order to give the voters 
of the Town adequate time to examine the articles in the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, and to allow them 
to discuss such articles at their respective precinct meet- 
ings, the Selectmen make the last day for filing articles 
for the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, December 
the first, and, if possible, that the Warrant for such meet- 
ing be published not later than four weeks before the 
Annual Town Meeting. This would give the voters of the 
Town more time to examine the articles in the Warrant, 
and might shorten the time consumed in explanation on 
the Town Meeting floor. 
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The Committee suggests that attendance of all Town 
Meeting members at all town meetings, both annual and 
special, be published in the Town Report. It is also of 
the opinion that there should be more interest in Town 
Meeting membership by the voters of the Town. There 
should be more names of candidates on the ballot for 
Town Meeting Member than there are openings to be 
filled. This would stimulate interest in the vacancies. 
The Town Meeting member can and should do much to 
stimulate such interest. 


Finally, this Committee, acting in good faith, and in no 
way to coerce the Town to accept the doings of this Com- 
mittee, has caused an Enabling Act to be sent to the 
State Legislature, solely with the idea that such an act 
would allow the above recommendations to go into effect 
in 1956, should the Town act favorably upon the findings 
of this Committee.

The following is a report of the Building Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1955. 


On March 3, 1955, the Board of Selectmen appointed 
Ottola DeMello, Executive Director of the Building Depart- 
ment, with the responsibility for all administrative details 
of the office. 


A total of 574 permits for construction estimated to cost 
$2,239,273.00 were issued during the past year from this office. 


Building construction in Falmouth in accordance with 
the applications filed in the office during the past year shows 
an increase in the number of permits and in the reported 
valuation over the previous year, as a matter of fact the 
increase in valuation will reflect for the purpose of taxation 
as being favorable. 


There has been built during the past year 338 new 
dwellings at an estimated cost of $1,731,875.00; 20 commercial 
buildings at an estimated cost of $235,000.00; 23 private gar- 
ages at $14,750.00; 53 accessory buildings at $44,424.00; 140 
alterations at $213,224.00. The fees taken in and paid to the 
Town Treasurer from this office was $9,020.00, segregated as 
follows: building permits—$3,328.00, wiring permits—$3,594.00. 
plumbing permits—$2,098.00. 


172 hearings were held during the year before the Board 
of Selectmen and Board of Appeals for variances and special 
permits.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Beach Committee submits the following report for 
the year 1955: 


Greater responsibility, serious important planning and 
hard work was the outlook for the Falmouth Beach Commit- 
tee for 1955. The annual town meeting voted full support 
for the committee’s articles for improvement, the most im- 
portant being the land taking at Old Silver Beach and the 
establishment of parking fees at town beaches. 


The committee officially opened the 1955 season at the 
town beaches on June 25. In preparation for this date the 
maintenance crews spent several weeks raking and cleaning 
the beaches, painting, erecting fences, building stairs, placing 
signs, life guard stands, floats, etc., in readiness for the salt 
water, sand and sunshine enthusiasts. 


The staff necessary to operate the Falmouth beaches in- 
cludes: seventeen life guards, eight parking attendants, four 
maintenance men, three bathhouse attendants, two special 
weekend police officers and one part time clerk, all working 
under the supervision of James J. Kelly, beach director. 


Record crowds enjoyed the beaches during the month of 
July and the first part of August. Due to the hurricane warn- 
ings and flood conditions in New England during the latter 
part of August, the beaches showed a decided drop in at- 
tendance. 
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The Swiming program was an active one and very suc- 
cessful. Daily swimming lessons were given by life guards at 
the six beaches with a total enrollment of 450. Great interest 
was shown by both participants and parents. The Junior and 
Senior Life Saving classes were larger than usual with 35 
members receiving badges for successfully passing the re- 
Spective courses. On July 29, the first swimming meet was 
held at Surf Drive Beach with over 100 contestants participat- 
ing. A similar meet was held at the Heights Beach on August 
26, completing the swimming events for the season. 


The acquisition of the Giberti and Bowman land helped 
solve the over crowding at Old Silver Beach. Dr. Giberti’s 
parking lot had been built so close to the water that, at high 
tide, there was very little beach available. With the help of 
hurricane funds, we were able to move back the rip-rap thus 
making a beautiful beach nearly four hundred feet long. The 
bathhouse was in such poor condition when the town ac- 
quired it that $500.00 had to be spent just to make it usable. 


Falmouth’s beautiful beaches attracted larger crowds 
than ever this past season. The use of 10,000 resident stickers 
and 17,000 guest stickers, tripled the demand of 1954, showed 
how popular Falmouth beaches have become. 


The establishment of parking fees brought about a more 
orderly and efficient parking system at all beaches. The com- 
mittee, beach director and attendants received many compli- 
ments from residents and guests alike, for the new parking 
program. 


Instituting a Parking Fee system required many hours 
of extra work by the committee and its staff. Collections the 
first year totaled $13,796.75 and materially reduced the cost 
of operating the entire beach program. 


Beach Committee income for 1955 was as follows: 


Transient Parking fees $11,487.00 
Guest Parking Fees 2,309.75 
Bathhouse Receipts 2,787.74 
Concession Receipts 4,300.00 


Total Income $20,884.49 
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The following comparison of the net cost of operating 
the Beach Department in 1954 indicates the substantial sav- 
ing made as a result of the Parking Fee program:

Expense $19,311.38 $24,890.37 
Income 6,237.20 20,884.49 
Net Cost $13,074.18 $4,005.88 


As a part of our Long Range Improvement Program, we 
have inserted articles in the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting to improve the Parking Areas at Megansett, Surf 
Drive and Menauhant Beaches, and to build combined com- 
fort stations and concession buildings at Old Silver, Mill 
Road and Chapoquoit beaches. These improvements are 
urgently needed. 

The committee appreciates the sincere co-operation it 
has received from the Selectmen, Town Engineer, Highway 
Department, Police Department, Director of Beaches and 
staff, and all who have shown their interest in the town’s 
beaches.

Falmouth Beach Committee 
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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith the report of the 
Engineer’s Department for the year 1955. 

The year opened with the largest number of road layouts 
ever to prepare for the Selectmen. These layouts had been 
coming in continuously since September and it was impossible 
to do the surveying in the field and the office work in time 
for the annual meeting. These layouts were completed, how- 
ever, in time for the special meeting held in September. 

Plans and specifications were prepared for the new side- 
walk at the Heights Beach, the new sidewalk and parking space 
at Megansett Beach, the new wharf and repairs to the West 
Falmouth Dock, the drainage systems for Jericho Path and 
Walker Street, and the resurfacing of the Town Hall parking 
areas. These projects were advertised and let out to contract 
with the department setting the lines and grades and check- 
ing the work. 

Surveys were made and taking plans prepared of the 
Giberti property at Old Silver Beach and the Lawrence prop- 
erty at the Menauhant Beach. Additional land for the West 
Falmouth Standpipes and the North Falmouth Dump was 
surveyed and bounded out. Plans were drawn for the convey- 
ance to the Town by the Bristol family, the beach between 
the Heights and Maravista. Other areas surveyed were the 
Robbins land at the head of the harbor and the Armory site 
on Jones Road. 

The new traffic islands at the foot of the Heights Road 
were laid out for the Highway Dept. and bounds were set on 
the new street lines. The new extension of Hamlin Avenue 
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was laid out for construction and the old section of Hamlin 
Avenue was staked out for widening. Lines and grades were 
set on the new Valley Road construction. 

Drainage studies were made on County Road at Megan- 
sett, Menauhant Road and Ocean Avenue at Acapesket and 
East Main Street near Nye Road. These studies are becoming 
more important each year and a program should be adopted 
for relieving such areas. 

A hydrographic survey was made of Falmouth Harbor 
during the summer months for the Waterways Committee. 
Plans were drawn to a 50 foot scale, showing the harbor, in 
three sections, with all structures standing in tidal water and 
those adjacent to the shore line. Soundings were taken to 
show the depth below mean low water. 

All new subdivisions submitted to the Planning Board 
were examined and checked carefully for errors and omis- 
Sions. This has become an important chore for the office be- 
cause many of the surveyors today are not qualified to do 
good work and can easily represent data on paper that is 
worthless on the ground. 

The revising of the Assessors Maps was started in June, 
but, due to the pressure of regular work, little was accom- 
plished until late in November. Since then the work has 
progressed steadily and should be completed in time for the 
Revaluation Survey to complete its work. 

The department has again received excellent cooper- 
ation from all of the other departments and should be in a 
better position next year to offer better service than it has 
heretofore. Mr. Scannell has done a remarkable job in the 
assessors office and, due to his interest and efforts, has re- 
lieved the engineer’s office of a great deal of inquiry and 
detail work which we have long felt was unnecessary for us 
to handle.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


We submit herewith the Report of the Town Forest 
Committee for the year 1955. 


The committee held seven meetings during the year. 
The Town Forester, Mr. Lloyd Baldwin, resigned September 
23. He was replaced by Mr. Joseph Figuerido, of Teaticket, a 
graduate of the Stockbridge School of Agriculture, who as- 
sumed his duties on October 10. A helper for the Town For- 
ester has been employed throughout the year. The resigna- 
tion of Mr. Armand Ortins as a member of the Town Forest 
Committee was recorded with regret on November 14. 


The committee wishes to record its indebtedness to Mr. 
Alfred Williams, Secretary of the Massachusetts Forest and 
Park Association, who inspected the Forest in August. The 
committee has profited by valuable suggestions made by Mr. 
Williams at a meeting which he attended. 


Falmouth is one of six Massachusetts towns, out of 129 
which maintain town forests, to receive an award established 
by the Massachusetts Forest and Park Association to provide 
public recognition for towns which are doing a creditable job 
of managing their town forests. These awards were presented 
on October 29 at a meeting of the Massachusetts Town Forest 
Committee in Pembroke Town Forest, at which your com- 
mittee was represented. The award consisted of a plaque 
inscribed: In recognition of the program of sound resources 
development and utilization conducted on its town forest, 
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this award is presented to the Town of Falmouth by the 
Massachusetts Forest and Park Association 1955. It has been 
given to the Selectmen with the suggestion that it be hung 
in the Lawrence High School. 


The major accomplishment of the year has been the 
brushing and pruning of the entire frontage of the forest 
along Route 28 and Gifford Street. This should greatly de- 
crease the danger of fire to the forest and has already im- 
proved appearances. The seedlings planted in 1953 in the 
Route 28 plantation have shown good growth and survival. 
They were “released” during the summer by the removal of 
hardwood brush. Larch has been planted in the low area 
along Route 28 and in time should add to the beauty of the 
roadside. 


Routine work has consisted of the maintenance and im- 
provement of access roads, the reclearing of the firebreak 
paralleling Gifford Street, and the brushing and pruning of 
two acres of pine at the north end of Long Pond. The forest 
has been patrolled nights and Sundays when necessary. 


The committee is concerned that the forest be of use 
and pleasure to the Town in all ways which do not interfere 
with its primary purpose, the protection of the watershed 
We were happy to arrange for a group of boy scouts to camp, 
under supervision, in the plantation near the Wishing Moon 
entrance. The boys received some instruction from the For- 
ester in forest conservation and in return helped with some 
planting. A Christmas tree was provided for the village of 
Woods Hole and greens for the decoration of the Falmouth 
Village Green. Plans are being developed to start a nursery 
to provide shade trees for the Tree Planting Committee.

Town Forest Committee 
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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1955. 


Eleven regular meetings, thirteen special meetings, and 
thirty-one hearings were held during the year. Twenty-seven 
of the latter were in connection with subdivision plans under 
the subdivision law. Joint meetings have been held with the 
Board of Selectmen and other town committees. Rrepre- 
sentatives of the Planning Board have attended hearings 
held during the year by the Selectmen and the Board of 
Appeals, and have represented the Planning Board on a num- 
ber of special committees. 


The Board, under the provisions of the Subdivision Con- 
trol Law, has acted upon one hundred and forty plans. 
Twenty-seven subdivisions requiring a public hearing were 
approved; one hundred and four plans which did not require 
hearing were approved; seven given tentative approval and 
two were returned to the petitioners for revision. 


A number of the recommendations submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen last year have been accepted and voted 
by the town. Of particular importance is the layout of Wor- 
cester Park Avenue northerly to connect with Jones Road. 
This will become an essential link in the road system direct- 
ing summer beach traffic around the village. Further studies 
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are now underway to connect East Main Street with this lay- 
out and to carry it northerly so as to provide a by-pass for 
Teaticket. 


The opening of Hamlin Avenue extension has proved 
helpful in enabling traffic to leave Main Street from this con- 
gested area, and the Board believes that it will prove of 
greater value if the town adopts the recommended extension 
of Shore Street northerly and easterly to Haddon Avenue 
which in turn should be extended northerly to Dillingham 
Avenue. A further road from Gifford Street to the parking 
area to be built behind the Eastman Building would add con- 
Siderable additional parking spaces and at the same time 
facilitate the circulation of traffic around the congested area. 
It is suggested that this road be named for Kathryn Lee 
Bates. As this layout is principally over town land, relatively 
small takings or damages would be involved. 


The Board renews its recommendation for an entrance 
from Walker Street to the parking area behind the Old Com- 
munity Center. 


The Board recommends the early construction of Rob- 
bins Road and the development of Davis Marine Park. 


The major effort of the Board during 1955 has been the 
completion of the elimination of duplicate street names. This 
task has now been accomplished except for the loose ends 
that will doubtless frequently recur. As the details of this 
procedure were given in our last report and are set out with 
final totals in the introduction of the DIRECTORY they will 
not be repeated here. 


The publication of the DIRECTORY represents the cul- 
mination of several years of co-operative effort between the 
Town Engineer and the Planning Board. Some years ago the 
former compiled a list of the streets and ways shown on the 
town maps. With this as a starting point the Planning Board 
proceeded to eliminate the duplications and incorporate the 
new names created by approved subdivisions. To this inven- 
tory of names there was added the name of the village in 
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which the roads are located, the page numbers on which they 
appear on the Assessors’ Maps, and a brief definition of the 
street giving the nature of the neighborhood, its former name 
if recently changed, the approximate length, the direction 
and termini of the street, and in some cases historical notes 
about the person for whom it was named. 


In addition to the street list, the DIRECTORY includes 
a directory of the villages and beach colonies and a table of 
the street names recently changed. It is believed that this 
publication will supply a longfelt need. It is hoped that its 
reception by the town will justify the many hours of work 
invested in its preparation. 


The Zoning By-Law and map should receive a thorough 
review. The Board is offering the town an article at the town 
meeting which will create a Public Use District. This will 
facilitate more informative mapping. The provisions regu- 
lating residential use should be revised and several classes 
of residential districts created so that in addition to the gen- 
eral residence and single family residence districts where lot 
sizes are of 10,000 square feet minimum there should be dis- 
tricts of half acre and acre minimum lot sizes. This pattern 
of development of the Zoning By-Law is being followed in 
many parts of the Commonwealth, and represents the modern 
practice. Before new districts can be recommended, however, 
a “saturation study” must be made. 


The growing detail involved in Planning Board work is 
rapidly outgrowing the time and talents of a volunteer Board. 
Consideration should be given to providing a technically 
trained administrative assistant on a part time or full time 
basis. The present rate of the town’s growth makes the serv- 
ices of such a trained town planner of first importance. The 
Board believes this would be more important for the town 
than its joining in a Cape wide planning district. 


The budget on which the Board has operated is in- 
adequate for anything more than routine administration of 
subdivision hearings and a few road layout studies. The 
Town Engineer has advised the Board that it should let out 
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studies to individual engineers rather than rely on his office. 
We agree with his recommendations but can do nothing 
without funds.

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Report of the Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. 


A total of 2,016 Family Permits and 63 Commercial Per- 
mits were examined by me. 


A total of 14,008 miles were patrolled. 


Fourteen hundred and fifty-nine bushels of Quahaugs 
were taken from Falmouth Harbor and reseeded in West Fal- 
mouth Harbor, Great Pond, Bourne’s Pond and Green’s Pond. 


One hundred and four bushels of oyster seeds were 
planted in Pine Island River, West Falmouth. Due to the 
damage done by the dredging to the scallops in West Fal- 
mouth Harbor, one hundred and six bushels of scallop seed 
was moved there from Bourne’s Pond. 


The soft shell clam is well on its way in most all sections 
of the Town. We in Falmouth have been able to take clams 
for the past four years and commercial taking for the past 
two summers. 


I am doing my best to get oysters back in Falmouth, but, 
due to the hurricanes, all sections of the county are meeting 
with the same hazards we are here in Falmouth. 
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I am pleased to say that the State has recognized the 
Town’s interest in the shellfish industry with an allotment 
to the Town this year of $1,500.00, this being $600.00 more 
than last year. 


We had a very good scallop season this year and indi- 
cations point to another good one next year. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their 
cooperation during the past year.

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Report of the Committee to Study 
Advisability of Relocating Gifford Street Dump 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


In the 1953 Town Meeting, it was voted “that a Com- 
mittee be appointed to study the advisability of relocating 
the Gifford Street dump.” 

There have been numerous meetings and field trips by 
the Committee, as a whole, and by members of the committee 
in this study, and the Committee makes the following recom- 
mendations: 

1. We recommend that the present town dump on Gifford 

Street, be relocated. 


2. We recommend that Falmouth abandon the present open 
face dump method of rubbish disposal as a public 
nuisance and health menace and that the town set up a 
sanitary land fill disposal area as recommended by the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Health and by the U.S. Public 
Health Service. 


The present Gifford Street dump has a little under seven 
acres of land. Nearly all of this area has been used for one 
or more layers of rubbish with the result that the town has 
no land left here which can be used as fill to cover the rub- 
bish. For the past year the cover material used has been 
given to the Town by the owner of the adjoining land. By 
acquiring additional land around the present dump to provide 
cover material, and by changing to the sanitary land fill 
method to eliminate burning, it would be possible to continue 

using the present location for ten to fifteen years. 

' - However, at that time the town would again be faced 
with the problem of relocation, and the present desirable site 
may not then be available. The present Gifford Street dump 
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is only a little over a %4-mile from our Long Pond water 
supply, and our ever present Gull population, at the dump, 
presents a possible source of contamination of our water sup- 
ply, which the Board of Water Commissioners believe it is 
desirable to eliminate, if possible. At the 1954 Town Meeting, 
an article for the town to acquire 17 acres of land around the 
present dump, was emphatically defeated, and the matter 
referred back to the Committee on relocation. 


For the above reasons your committee recommends re- 
locating the dump at this time. 


The open face dump, which Falmouth operates, with 
burning of refuse is unquestionably a public nuisance to the 
adjoining residential areas. The open face dump is also a 
breeder of rats, roaches and flies and is recognized by State 
and U.S. Health Departments as a health menace. For the 
above reasons we recommend establishing a sanitary land 
fill disposal area, and closing the Gifford Street dump. 

With the sanitary land fill method, no refuse will be 
burned except trees and brush. The normal refuse will be 
compressed by heavy bulldozers and covered with an earth 
fill daily, which eliminates rats. Trees and brush material 
are piled separately, and burned about three times a year. 

In looking for a new location, your committee recognized 
that it would be difficult, if not impossible, to find a suitable 
location to which no one would object. A suitable Disposal 
area we believe should have three requisites: 

1. It should not be close to a residential area. 

2. It should not seriously depreciate adjoining land. 


3. It should be land on which a sanitary land fill dis- 
posal area could be economically operated. 


After studying several locations and digging 9 test holes 
to determine soil condition, your committee recommends that 
the Town acquire about 59 acres located about 1000 feet south 
of Mill Road and 34 of a mile west of Geggatt Road, and ex- 
tending through to Blacksmith Shop Road. 


This area has three houses approximately 34 of a mile 
away, which your committee believes will not be affected by 
this operation. 
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This area is almost surrounded by land, now used as 
gravel pits, or being held by owners of gravel pits for future 
gravel needs. A disposal area here will not depreciate this 
gravel land at all. 

This area has soil conditions suitable for an economical 
sanitary disposal area operation. 

At our present rate of refuse accumulation we estimate 
this area will take care of Falmouth’s requirements for about 
43 years. By that time a nearby gravel pit, we believe will 
be exhausted, and can be filled to extend the capacity of 
this area to about 55 years, at the present rate. 

To operate this land fill disposal area economically, the 
town will require the following additional equipment: 

1—#D7 Caterpillar Bulldozer and 
1—Model 60 scraper or their equivalents. 

Housing for the equipment at the area will be needed, 
and the gravel road leading from Mill Road to the disposal 
area, should be black topped for 1000 feet, to make this road 
usable the year round. 

Two articles for the taking of the land, and to acquire 
the necessary equipment have been inserted in the Warrant 
for the coming Town Meeting. 

When the new disposal area is in operation your com- 
mittee recommends that the Gifford Street dump and the 
North Falmouth dump, be closed, smoothed up and covered 
with two feet of clean fill. 


Your committee believes that a sanitary land fill disposal 
area, aS proposed, if properly operated, will satisfactorily 
take care of Falmouth’s needs for many years, and without 
damage or discomfort to any one.

Dump Advisory Committee 
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Report of the Committee to Study 
Advisability of Town Acquiring a Gravel Pit 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


At the annual Town Meeting in 1952 it was voted to 
appoint a Committee to study the advisability of the pur- 
chase of a piece of land for the purpose of supplying the 
Town with necessary sand and gravel. 


Your Committee has met several times during the past 
year on this study. During 1952, 1953 and 1954 the Town has 
used for highway purposes about 15,000 cubic yards of gravel 
per year. At the current price of 20 cents per yard the Town 
is spending about $3,000.00 per year for gravel. 


Your Committee has considered three sites in the Black- 
smith Shop Road area south of Mill Road. Ten test holes have 
been dug on these sites and a sample of the gravel found in 
each hole has been tested by the Massachusetts State De- 
partment of Public Works. 


Your Committee unanimously recommends that the 
Town purchase. a tract of about 90 acres more or less on the 
southeasterly side of Blacksmith Shop Road and about six 
tenths of a mile in from Mill Road. Gravel from test holes on 
this tract have been tested and approved by the State De- 
partment of Public Works. 


Your Committee has an offer from the owner of this 
land to sell it to the Town for $50.00 an acre, which we con- 
sider a very reasonable offer, and recommend accepting at a 
cost of $4,500.00. 
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We also recommend an appropriation of $1,500.00 for a 
screen and to start clearing this tract for a gravel pit. 

At our current rate of useage the pit should pay for itself 
in two years time. Assuming that the depth of gravel is ap- 
proximately the same as in an adjoining pit, the town will 
use approximately one and one-quarter acres per year.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 

I would like to submit my report of the Forest Fire 
Warden for the year ending December 31, 1955. 

We have been very fortunate this year in not having 
one major forest fire in town. Total number of fires to which 
the Forest Fire Department responded is 68; considerably 
less than 1954. Total number of acres of brushland burned 
this year 8.1 acres, and a total of 45.11 acres of grassland 
were burned over. The following are the causes for forest 
fires in 1955. 

Permit fires out of control 

Children and matches 

Unknown (roadside fires) 

IWegal burning, no permit 

Careless disposal of smoking material 

Incendiary 

Needless alarms

It has been noted in the past that fires from permits out 
of control have been increasing steadily, and permit fires will 
be more severely restricted unless an assurance is given that 
the permit can be properly handled under all conditions. A 
sharp decrease in fires due to children and matches is re- 
markable and I wish to commend the parents for any action 
that they might have taken. 
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The assistance of the County Plane was called several 
times to patrol when the condition was dangerous and the 
visability from the towers was limited due to haze. I would 
like to thank the pilots for a fine job and the prompt and 
efficient service rendered to us. 


A change in observers in the Falmouth Tower was made 
this year. Ralph Perry resigned after 11 years and Mrs. Ida 
Sylvester was assigned as the replacement. Mr. Perry did a 
remarkable job while an observer. Mrs. Sylvester is an old 
hand in the tower and we feel she will be of great value to us 
in the future. 


We have experienced again this year that the prompt 
response of the off duty permanent men, especially during 
the day when the call force are at their regular employment, 
has held damage from fires to a minimum and wish to com- 
mend all the men who have co-operated and responded 
when the occasion required their assistance. 


On the afternoon of May 2 we received a request for 
assistance from the Plymouth Fire Department for a large 
forest fire in that town. We sent Engine 3, Tank 1, and the 
County Brushbreaker which aided other departments in keep- 
ing the fire from crossing the main highway. 

Some of the present equipment has given us considerable 
trouble due to the hurricane of 1954, (salt water submersion), 
and rugged terrain encountered in forest fires. A new truck 
will be needed in the near future if we are to efficiently re- 
spond to and control brush and grass fires in our town. 

At this time I would like to take this opportunity to pay 
tribute to our recently retired Chief, Ray D. Wells. He was 
a great asset to the Fire Department and the Town of Fal- 
mouth and his knowledge of fighting forest fires will be 
greatly missed. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all those who have assisted 
us in anyway for excellent co-operation and spirit shown to 
this department.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Chief of your 
fire department. 


During 1955 there have been numerous changes in the 
personnel of this department due to retirements, resignations 
and illness. Chief Ray D. Wells, after many long years of 
valuable service to this department, reached the retirement 
age on May ist and Deputy Chief Milton R. C. MacWhinnie 
was made Acting Chief by the Board of Fire Engineers and, 
on September 2, was officially made Chief of the Department. 


Acting Deputy Chief Joseph A. P. Rose, Jr., and Captain 
Edward F. Kempton were both stricken with untimely heart 
attacks in the line of duty which necessitated their early re- 
tirement. Both men have been two of the foremost fire fight- 
ers in our organization and their experienced leadership will 
be missed by the officers and men in the department. 


Lt. James F. Rogers was promoted to Deputy Chief and 
Fire Fighter Frederick DeMello was promoted to Captain to 
fill two vacancies caused by the retirement of Rose and 
Kempton. Both men are capably doing the work required in 
their new positions. 


Allan C. Williams, Jr., and Harold Croft resigned to ac- 
cept other employment which created two more vacancies. 
This made a total of five vacancies which were filled by the 
following men on a temporary basis pending the outcome of 
Civil Service Entrance Examinations: Joseph C. Costa, Allan 
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C. Henry, John Justason, Ernest DeSouza, and Robert Mar- 
shall. A vacancy for Lieutenant and for Captain now exist 
for which Civil Service examinations are pending. 


Once again this year shows an increase in fires over the 
past year which is partially due to the great increase in the 
number of dwellings and the population of our town. Two of 
this year’s fires were of such a serious nature that they re- 
quired second alarms. On February 2, we were summoned, 
by the pulling of Box 26 on Main Street, to a fire in the 
Marks’ Salvage Depot at the rear of Sherry’s Restaurant. 
The fire had already involved the rear part of the building, 
and due to the exposure problem at the rear of a Main Street 
business block, a second alarm was sounded to prevent the 
spread of the fire. Fortunately, it was contained to the rear 
of the building, although considerable damage was done. 


On November 8 we were called for a fire at Robbins Laun- 
dry on King Street and found the entire section of the build- 
ing occupied by the dry cleaning plant totally involved in 
fire. A second alarm was sounded which brought sufficient 
apparatus to contain this difficult fire to the dry cleaning 
plant. The reason for the intensity of this fire was the 
presence of a highly inflammable cleaning solvent which was 
not easily extinguished by water fog which is the best avail- 
able method we have for fighting this type of fire. In view 
of the increasing use of such inflammable chemicals and the 
passage of large gasoline tank trucks through our town, this 
department could make excellent use of a foam unit. 


In addition to these two fires we have had several house 
fires at which we have been able to save the remainder of 
the building that was not already involved in fire when we 
arrived. One of these was the home of Arthur Peterson, off 
Gifford Street, who rescued his four children when he awoke 
to find his house afire. 


The Town of Mashpee requested aid from our depart- 
ment about 5 a.m. on the morning of December 17 for a fire 
in the Hotel Attaquin. The Chief dispatched Engine 3, Engine 
5, and Ladder 1 to the fire where they aided the Mashpee 
Department along with units from Otis and Cotuit Fire De- 
partments. This fire was fought in freezing weather and the 
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problem of sufficient water was present since Mashpee has 
no town water system. The Town of Falmouth can take pride 
in their present water system and should try to extend it 
wherever possible. Because of the adverse conditions, and 
the extent of the fire when discovered, the hotel was almost 
a total loss and, most regretably, two lives were lost. 

I am pleased to report that no lives were lost in the Town 
of Falmouth by fire during 1955 although seven persons were 
injured by fires including several fire fighters who were either 
injured or burned while extinguishing fires. The most serious 
burns were to Frederick Fish who was burned about the face 
and hands at the Robbins Laundry fire and Albert Malzan 
who was burned on the hand at the Peterson fire. 


This department has been called upon several times to 
assist at drowning cases or to assist in the rescue of persons. 
On May 21 we assisted in dragging operations for missing 
Otis Air Force Personnel in Johns Pond, Mashpee, and on 
June 6 we rescued two men in a sinking boat off Bay Shores 
in North Falmouth with our aluminum rescue boat which has 
proven its worth many times over. 


On June 29 we were called to search for a missing boy in 
Woods Hole, who was found by Deputy Peck shortly after the 
search was started. Once again on December 1 and 2 prac- 
tically all hands in our department conducted a search for 
Mr. Avery of West Falmouth who was reported missing. This 
search was partially conducted at night time under most ad- 
verse conditions. 


Late last summer, Engine 1 which is housed in Head- 
quarters became permanently disabled and was taken out 
of service. This pumping engine was a 1920 Ahrens-Fox and 
at the Special Town Meeting, it was voted to purchase a new 
750-gallon pumper which was awarded to Maxim Motor Co. 
At this writing, satisfactory progress has been made on the 
truck and it should be in service in the very near future. 

A survey of the Fire Alarm system is anticipated next 
year, to see whether the system would be improved if owned 
and operated by the New England Telephone Co. and leased to 
the town. The wires are in the regular telephone cable. This 
system is in operation in several cities in the U.S. and has

proven very satisfactory and we intend to find out if this 
system would be both practical and economical for our town. 

All companies were given the required number of drills 
which totalled 39. All companies had extra unpaid drills at 
their request, showing again the great interest these men 
have for their work. All hose in the department has had the 
periodic test required with some not meeting up to standard. 
This hose will have to be replaced this coming year. 


It is hoped in the not too distant future that great con- 
sideration will be given to obtaining an area for training 
purposes. Ladder work and other training has been restricted 
greatly because of limited sites needed for this training. 

We have been fortunate this year to have had a Barn- 
stable County Fire Demonstration held in Falmouth. It has 
shown what can be accomplished in the extinguishment of 
various fires by well trained men. 

It is hoped the town will grant sufficient funds for in- 
creased training this coming year. Modern fire fighting me- 
thods have to be instilled to cope with the various problems 
that continue to arise with the expansion of the town. 


Report of the Fire Prevention Bureau 


We have issued 440 Oil Permits and 275 Permits for Liqui- 
fied Petroleum Gas and 168 Incinerator Permits.

The sum of $427.00 was turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


The number of oil burner fires has increased this year 
and is attributed to both the great increase in the number of 
oil burners in the town and also the installation, in certain 
instances, of oil burners by persons who are not trained and 
qualified to install oil burning equipment. I would like to 
impress upon the public that the State Laws of Massachusetts 
definitely prohibit the alteration or installation of oil burning 
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equipment by persons who do not hold a Certificate of Com- 
petency from the State Fire Marshal. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all Heads of Departments, 
Chief Cahoon of Otis Air Base and his men, the Police De- 
partment, the Women’s Auxiliary, and all those who have 
co-operated with this department during the past year.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report for the Ambu- 
lance Committee for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


During the past year there have been many occasions 
when both ambulances were in use. It was necessary to use 
the reserve ambulance 30 times last year for emergency trips 
because the regular ambulance was on another trip. There 
were many other occasions when we could have used the old 
ambulance, but it has been the policy to hold the reserve 
ambulance for emergency trips only. In consideration of 
the distance that our town is from the nearest hospital, it 
is believed that this practice provides for the best interests 
of our residents in the event of an emergency. 


Since the two ambulances are housed and maintained 
by the Fire Department, fire fighters, not assigned to ambu- 
lance duty, are often required to man the reserve ambulance 
on emergency calls. At times, this practice has reduced the 
manpower of the Fire Department to a critical point and has 
been a source of worry to those responsible for maintaining 
the strength of the Fire Department for the proper protec- 
tion of the public in the event of a fire emergency. 


Therefore, the Ambulance Committee has requested an 
increase in its budget of $6,600.00 to provide for the employ- 
ment of two more ambulance drivers to help remedy this 
serious situation created in the Fire Department when the 
two ambulances are in use. 


The committee voted that in case of an accident or emer- 
gency requiring the use of the ambulance, patients shall be 
transported to the nearest hospital where definitive care is 
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available. Local hospitals such as Tobey, Cape Cod Hospital, 
or St. Luke’s Hospital in New Bedford shall take precedence 
over Boston hospitals in all cases. The decision as to the hos- 
pital shall be that of the attending physician and not that 
of the patient. 


During the past year it was necessary to have a com- 
plete overhaul job done on the new ambulance to keep it 
in operation. The reserve ambulance was used during this 
period, thus saving the Town the cost of hiring a private 
ambulance to standby as was necessary previously. The Fire 
Department Mechanic has maintained the two ambulances 
in running condition and has done the usual minor repair 
work which arises during normal operation. 


Our records show that the ambulance made 330 trips; 287 
by the new ambulance and 43 by the old ambulance. The 
new ambulance traveled 18,458 miles, and the old ambulance 
2,167 miles. There were a total of 295 residents and 37 non- 
residents transported during the year. Of this number, 50 
patients were transported for the Public Welfare, 31 for the 
Police Department, and 20 were Old Age Recipients. A total 
of $1,364.90 should be charged against the expense of operat- 
ing the ambulance because no fees are collected in such cases.

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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. 


Two hundred and fourteen fishing licenses were ex- 
amined by me. Six hundred and twenty-two hunting licenses 
were examined by me. 


I travelled a total of 8,802 miles on deer jacking and deer 
dogging patrols, pheasant release, wildlife surveys and com- 
plaints. One hundred and two complaints were answered. 
Nine arrests were made and sixteen first offenders were 
turned over to the State Division of Fisheries and Game, De- 
partment of Law Enforcement for corrective action. 


Nine automobile accidents involving deer were investi- 
gated and reports were forwarded to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game. 


Forty-three abandoned cats were disposed of. 


Eighty-six 2-year old hen pheasants were released by me 
during early spring for breeding purposes. Six hundred and 
forty-seven cock and hen pheasants were released during the 
early fall months. Eighty-four pheasants of both sexes were 
released at the close of gunning season. All pheasants were 
released in the areas planted to bird food. These areas were 
heavily gunned during the open season. 

Our wildlife planned planting program got off to a fine 
start and at the present time the town has approximately 
16 acres of improved game habitat under cultivation. By 
early spring of 1956 we hope to have at least that same 
amount of acreage under cultivation. 
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Two Rifle Safety Courses as prescribed by the State Con- 
servation Department were conducted at the Falmouth Rod 
and Gun Club by me this year. A total of thirty-eight young- 
sters attended these courses. Twenty-one receiving certifi- 
cates of competency which is required before minors fifteen 
years of age can receive their hunting license. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen, the Town Clerk and the citizens of the 
Town of Falmouth for their cooperation during the past 
year.

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On the whole, this year’s record for the Police Depart- 
ment has been good. 


Thanks to the voters who appropriated money for a 
Safety Patrol cruiser, plus three additional men to man it 
during a twenty-four hour period, our accident rate decreased 
from 337 last year to 159 this year. 


Fatalities this year were three motor vehicles and one 
pedestrian against seven motor vehicle fatals last year. 


The Safety Patrol traveled 46,158 miles during the year. 
During this period the Officers issued 307 traffic violations, 
consisting of 198 Warning, 86 Suspensions and 59 Violations 
resulting in Court action. 


To fill the three vacancies created, Antone Barboza, who 
was on the eligibility list, was appointed under Civil Service. 
Special Officers, Antone Marks and Kenneth C. Smith were 
appointed to fill the other two vacancies until Civil Service 
Appointments are made. 


Again, this year, the Department was awarded a citation 
from Rudolph F. King, Registrar of Motor Vehicles, for its. 
outstanding record of no Pedestrian Deaths in 1954 as re- 
ported in the AAA National Pedestrian Protection Contest. 
There were 691 Towns reporting in the 10,000 or under popu- 
lation groups. Falmouth’s rank among these Towns was 95th. 


The Department was also presented a Certificate of 
Award from the Massachusetts Highway Safety Committee 
in recognition of the exemplary co-operation and support 
given to the Massachusetts Highway Safety Committee, thus 
contributing in great measure to the safety accomplishments 
of the Commonwealth. 


In January, Patrolman Joseph Costa, Jr., was presented 
an award of merit for his outstanding contribution to law 
enforcement. The award, signed by ‘Thomas H. O’Neil, Pres- 
ident of the Mutual Broadcasting Co., was one of a few pre- 
sented to outstanding Patrolmen and Officers in New Eng- 
land Towns and Cities. 


On June 11, Patrolman Joseph Costa, Jr., was appointed 
Special Investigator for the Department. 
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Breaks in the Town decreased from 85 last year to 63 
this year, 56 of the 63 were solved. Both juveniles and adults 
were involved. Restitutions were made by the juveniles and 
court action brought against the adults. 


On August 13, the Department was alerted for Hurricane 
Connie. All regular Officers, Specials and C. D. men were 
called to stand by. All residents near the shore were warned 
and many were evacuated to the Lawrence High School under 
the direction of Mr. Victor Friar, Civil Defense Director. 


Fortunately the hurricane went out to sea leaving only 
rain and winds less than hurricane force. There was no loss 
of life and very little property damage. 


Then, again, on September 18, we went on the alert for 
Hurricane Ione. All units again stood by but Ione passed, 
causing little or no damage. 


On September 27, Patrolman Arthur W. Robichaud re- 
quested a six months leave of absence due to illness which 
was granted. Special Officer, Frank Rogan was appointed to 
fill the vacancy. 


A Civil Defense Unit was re-organized under the direc- 
tion of Sgt. Herve C. Houde. The unit consists of forty men 
and one Sergeant who are fully equipped and are in a state 
of preparedness and ready to cope with any and all emer- 
gencies. Instruction classes were held during the Winter 
months. The unit was called out on emergencies and also 
participated in night beach patrol during the Summer week 
ends. 


An examination for Sergeant was requested to fill the 
Acting Sergeant position. John L. Ferreira, J. Stewart Har- 
low and Leonard Martin took the examination. All three 
passed successfully and on November 6 Leonard Martin was 
appointed to fill the position. 


No arrests were made and no accidents reported on the 
long weekends over the Fourth of July and Labor Day. 


Our record for S-D Day (Safe Driving Day), December 1, 
was not marred by any accidents. 
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During the Christmas season Warren Walden, news editor 
of WJAR-TV in Providence, R.I., requested permission to 
send a camera man to photograph the covered parking 
meters in Falmouth epitomizing the spirit of Xmas, to be 
used on his TV program. All in all, the incident afforded 
much amusement to the Townspeople and good publicity for 
the Town.

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Report of the Town Hall Study Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Town Hall Buildings Needs Committee met many 
times during 1955 and believes that it is now in a position 
to report considerable progress in this important matter. 

One of the principal problems had been the uncertainty 
as to whether or not the Town would have to continue to 
provide Armory quarters for the National Guard. This has 
now been resolved to the advantage of the Town by the ac- 
tion of the State and Federal Governments in making provi- 
sion for a new Armory to be constructed without cost to the 
Town other than the land for the site. This, in turn, was 
taken care of by the adoption of an article during the Special 
Town Meeting on September 19, 1955, when the Town voted 
to acquire a site off Jones Road for this purpose. 

The committee retained the services of E. Gunnar Peter- 
son, Registered Architect, and has obtained a drawing of a 
proposed new Town Hall together with proposed floor layouts 
of the building. It has also conferred with the Planning 
Board and the Park Department and this has resulted in 
agreement upon a site layout on Town-owned land presently 
occupied by the Community Center and the adjacent Parking 
Lot, Tennis Courts and Ellis M. Lewis Park. 

Illustrations of all of these drawings and sketches have 
been distributed to the newspapers and it is planned to pre- 
sent them to the 1956 Annual Town Meeting for consideration. 
It is estimated that the total cost of such a Town Hall will 
be around $450,000 and it is the recommendation of this com- 
mittee that the Town act favorably upon this request. 

The committee fully realizes that this is a major capital 
sum which has very seldom been exceeded by any other pro- 
ject in the history of the Town. However, it believes that it 
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is most important and desirable that the Town have an up- 
to-date and attractive Town Hall in the interest of efficient 
governmental functioning, as well as to enhance the beauty 
of the Town. This committee previously commented on the 
desirability of getting rid of old, unsightly buildings and re- 
placing them with new structures. Other nearby commun- 
ities have done a better job in this respect than Falmouth 
and it is felt that every effort should be made to maintain 
Falmouth’s position as an outstanding community in this and 
in other ways. 

An article has been inserted by the Committee in the 
Warrant for the 1956 Annual Town Meeting recommending 
appropriate action and it is hoped that the Town will vote 
its approval. A new Town Hall has been needed for many 
years and with building costs continuing to rise, further 
delay would appear to be inadvisable.

Building Needs Committee 
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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


During the year 1955, we have made a special effort to 
keep the Public Welfare cost at a minimum. We have adver- 
tised for full-time and part-time jobs. Recipients of General 
Relief, who were physically fit, worked out their food orders 
at the Park Department, Water Department, painting at the 
Community Center, and by supplementing work at the Town 
Infirmary. Doctor’s certificates established whether appli- 
cants were able to work. This is now a permanent program. 
Nathan Ells, Jr., Highway Surveyor of the Falmouth Highway 
Department, was most cooperative in providing jobs for per- 
sons who might otherwise have required assistance from 
General Relief. 


A new policy was started this year by advertising for 
contributions to welfare and border-line cases in order to 
lower the welfare budget. A number of families were helped 
at Thanksgiving and at least 43 families were helped by 
Christmas donations. The Welfare Department offers its 
sinces thanks to the following:

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The Key Club was given names of 118 children ranging 
in ages from 2 years to 15 years who distributed toys to them. 
The West Falmouth Public Library donated a considerable 
amount of fruit and candy which was distributed by this 
department. 


Ending the year 1955, $1,921.66 was returned to Excess 
and Deficiency from the General Relief budget. 


Dr. Nathaniel Faxon, former Director of the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, continues to act as Medical Consult- 
ant for the Town of Falmouth. 


The Falmouth Nursing Association has co-operated in 
full with this department. 


The entire welfare staff is under Civil Service. Social 
Workers made regular home visits to all recipients of Public 
Welfare according to State requirements. 

Expenditures of the department were increased during 
the year by the Acts of the State Legislature and it appears 
that there will be further increases for 1956. 

January 1, 1955, payments to hospitals increased: from 
$12.00 per diem to actual cost not in excess of $21.63. 

July 1, 1955, the department was authorized to make 
payments for all surgery from $60.00 to a maximum of 
$120.00. 

September, 1955, the weekly rate for all licensed rest 
homes and boarding homes increased from $$20.00 to $25.00. 

It must be remembered that whatever amount is spent 
on Aid to Dependent Children, Old Age Assistance, and Dis- 
ability Assistance, the Federal and State Government re- 
imburses the Town of Falmouth approximately 70 per cent. 

The Department of Public Welfare of Falmouth is a 
member of the American Public Welfare Association and the 
Barnstable County Public Welfare Association. 

In Old Age Assistance, amount spent during the year was 
$105,820.74. Through reimbursements from Federal and 
State Government, towns and cities recoveries, the net cost 
to the Town of Falmouth was $23,398.89. 

In Aid to Dependent Children, amount spent during the 
year was $116,740.42, through reimbursements, the net cost 
to the Town of Falmouth was $33,709.25. 
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In Disability Assistance, amount spent during the year 
was $29,369.01, through reimbursements, the net cost to the 
Town of Falmouth was $7,585.57. 

In General Relief, total spent during the year was 
$61,308.17, through reimbursements from cities and towns 
only, net cost to the Town of Falmouth was $48,946.35. 

In Administration, total spent during the year was 
$22,240.56, through reimbursements, the net cost to the Town 
of Falmouth was $10,373.10.

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Report of the Civil Defense Council 


Honorable Board of Selectmen . 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During 1955 the full responsibility of organizing and ad- 
ministration of the Ground Observer Corps was delegated to 
Civil Defense. An Executive Order issued by the Governor of 
the Comonwealth provides “Each city and town selected as a 
site for an Observation Post of the Ground Observer Corps 
shall assist and cooperate with the Director of Civil Defense 
and the United States Air Force in the establishment and op- 
eration of such post’. 


Since Falmouth has been selected as a site for a ground 
observer post and persuant to this order, Mr. Blake A. Bryant 
was appointed Director of the Falmouth Ground Observer 
Corps. He entered vigorously upon his duties and enrolled 
sufficient volunteers to comply with Air Force requirements, 
but has been seriously handicapped in functioning because 
of lack of proper facilities in the form of an observation tower 
or suitable observation post. Diligent surveys made by Mr. 
Bryant and officers of the Air Corps have been unsuccessful 
in arranging for any suitable structure or building. If the 
Town is to comply with the orders of the Governor and pro- 
vide efficient cooperation in the National Defense effort, it 
will be necessary to either construct or purchase a suitable 
structure. 


The Civilian War Aid group was reorganized under the 
capable direction of Mrs. Everett G. Finnell and Mrs. Alberta 
Hoffer who have recruited and organized a group of volun- 
teers capable of functioning in the event of any emergency. 
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Communications are under the direction of Colin Mac- 
Dougall, member of the Falmouth Amateur Radio Association 
which maintains a radio network for Civil Defense. Members 
participate in communications drills and in weekly drills which 
include the entire Region 7 network. During the fall a major 
training exercise was held. 


Direct activities of the Communications group in Fal- 
mouth emergencies were numerous during 1955. During the 
hurricane alerts the group was mobilized and maintained a 
stand-by until an all-clear signal was received. During the 
search for the late Charles Avery in December, four mobile 
radio units were in operation. Communication was provided to 
Civil Defense Auxiliary Police during the July 4th weekend for 
three nights. 


Reorganized during the year, the Auxiliary Police force, 
under the direction of Herve Houde, Sergeant, presently com- 
prises 40 men, fully equipped. It is Mr. Houde’s hope this year 
to expand the force to 60 men, which will complete his plan 
for three squads of 20 policemen, each squad under the com- 
mand of a junior corporal, under direct command of himself, 
who will be assisted by a senior corporal. 


The Civil Defense Auxiliary Police force functioned in 
many capacities during the year. In addition to hurricane 
alert duty, the force was called upon to assist in police duty 
whenever the Police Department was called upon to handle 
unusual situations. When it was feared that the late Charles 
Avery became lost in the West Falmouth woods, 25 Auxiliary 
Police and the Civil Defense Director mobilized and joined 
in the search, at the request of the Chief of Police. Six aux- 
iliaries patrolled Falmouth beaches over the July 4th week- 
end, and throughout the summer a patrol was maintained 
over Falmouth beaches. Other instances when Auxiliary Police 
were called to assist occurred when the Army band played a 
concert here during the summer and when the veterans spon- 
sord a carnival on East Main Street. 

Auxiliary Police attended weekly classes at Lawrence 
High School for three months during the spring and their 
training sessions will continue during the winter months. Lec- 
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turers and instructors are provided by the Sheriff’s office, 
State Police, and the Civil Defense Agency, Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

When the major hurricane alert was received this sum- 
mer, the entire Civil Defense force was mobilized in all sec- 
tions of the Town, and prepared to function when the or- 
ganization was recalled. 

It has been gratifying to receive the full cooperation of 
the Board of Selectmen, and the Town departments through- 
the year.

As in past 
years the entire committee toured the Town all of one Sunday 
for a physical inspection of roads, docks and other areas 
being considered in the warrant. 

During the early Fall 7 more meetings were devoted to 
the warrant of the Special Town Meeting. 

The Committee has met several times with the Wage 
Survey Committee and has studied their recommendations 
with great care. 

To further explain the activities of the Finance Committee 
it should be explained that the committee is sub-divided into 
committees of two members each to study more closely the de- 
partmental budgets. 

During the course of the year additional meetings were 
held at the request of departments who were faced with emer- 
gency needs. As a result of these meetings the following 
transfers from the Reserve Fund were voted:

The Town Advertising Committee hereby submits its an- 
nual report for the year 1955. 


The information booth at the Community Center Build- 
ing was opened in March and closed in September. 


Over 3,000 letters of inquiry were received and answered. 
More than 1,433 persons requested brochures of Falmouth. 
We do not have a good brochure at the present time but we 
hope, with the help of the Falmouth Board of Trade, to have 
an outstanding one before spring. Most of the preliminary 
work has already been done and prices are now being obtained 
from the printers. 


One thousand four hundred and fourteen persons visited 
the Information Booth in July. 


The effect of hurricane warnings was apparent as early 
as August the 10th. Reports obtained from various hotels 
and motels showed, in most cases, cancellations and no new 
reservations. Only 386 persons came to the booth in August. 


Mrs. Antone Andrews did a fine job with the Strawberry 
Festival. She and her committee are to be congratulated. 


The Golf Tournament at Treadway Inn and Coona- 
messett Golf Club was highly successful as was the fall tour- 
nament at Woods Hole Golf Club. We hope these efforts will 
be continued since the resulting publicity is favorable to 
Falmouth.

The figures and set used on the village green were all 
repainted and waterproofed and are in very good condition.

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Report of the Aviation Committee. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The municipal airport is being operated by Executive 
Air Service Inc. under contract with the Town as previously 
reported. 


The debris caused by the Hurricances in 1954 has been 
removed by the operators of the airport, at their expense. 


A small administration building has been erected, also at 
the operator’s expense. This building is heated and has rest- 
room facilities. 


A runway extension of two thousand feet feet to the main 
NE-SW runway has been completed. This now provides a 
runway of five thousand feet. Equipment has been purchased 
for runway lights on new extension but have not been in- 
Stalled because of weather conditions. A new two-way VHF 
radio has also been purchased, license for which is pending. 


It was voted by the committee that because of increased 
facilities and improvements of the airport, additional month- 
ly payments of sixty dollars be made from June 1955, through 
December 1955. 


The operators of the airport report that 12 aircraft are 
permanently based and that a total of 1231 aircraft arrived 
and departed during the year. Approximately 3113 people ar- 
rived and departed from the Airport during the year. It is 
estimated that 40 families (summer) make regular use of the 
airport. 
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At the annual town meeting the Town voted the com- 
mittee the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, which together 
with the balance on hand of three hundred eighty-five dol- 
lars at the beginning of the year made a total of one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-five dollars and seventy-nine cents. 
During the year, the sum of one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two dollars was spent leaving a balance on December 
31, 1955, of twenty-three dollars and seventy-nine cents.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 16, 1956 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


The following is the report for the calendar year 1955 of 
the claims and suits against the Town of Falmouth and its 
Officers and Boards. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1955 
1. Daniel J. Mullane et al vs. Board of Appeals. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23117. 

In 1954 after trial of this Zoning case before Judge Ed- 
ward T. Broadhurst he rendered a decision in favor of the 
Board of Appeals of Falmouth. An Appeal from that decision 
had been taken. The plaintiffs after considerable delay fail- 
ed to go forward with their appeal. Thereupon it was dis- 
missed and this case ended. 


2. Harvey M. Ross et als vs. Harold C. Randall, Building 
Inspector of Falmouth and the New Bedford Bargain 
Store, Inc. 

Barnstable Superior Court No. 23164. 

In this Zoning case, also after its trial in 1954 before 
Judge Broadhurst, he decided in favor of the Building In- 
spector and the other defendant. There was an appeal 
claimed by the plaintiffs. The plaintiffs, however failed to 
take the further necessary procedure to perfect their appeal. 
It was dismissed on motion filed on behalf of the Town and 
thus this case also was ended. 
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3. Isaac Robbins vs. Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22920. 

In accordance with the vote of the Town authorizing the 
payment of $4,500.00 to settle this land damage case papers 
were drawn, signed and filed to that effect, the payment made 
and this case terminated without trial. 


4. Frederick V. Lawrence, Inc., vs. Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22952. 

This was a petition for land damages and damages to 
remaining land for the taking by the Town of Falmouth for 
parking purposes of land of Frederick V. Lawrence Inc. at 
Menauhant. 


5. Reconstruction Finance Corporation vs. Town of 
Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23399. 

This case and the preceding case go together. The latter 
proceeding was a petition for a Writ of Certiorari based on a 
claim that the Taking was invalid. There were several Court 
hearings in these cases. It appeared that plaintiff would not 
succeed in obtaining a Writ of Certiorari and that the land 
damage case would come on for trial as a valid Taking. 


As the result of negotiations, terms of settlement were 
‘then agreed upon by which the Town would pay $18,000.00 
for all of the Frederick V. Lawrence, Inc., property north of 
the Menauhant Road and between that road and Bourne’s 
Pond and that the settlement of both of these cases would 
be included in that payment. The Town voted to authorize 
this settlement and appropriated the additional money re- 
quired. Papers disposing of these cases were executed and 
filed; a confirmatory deed duly executed was given to the 
Town and both of these cases thereby disposed of. 


6. Joseph V. Giberti vs. County of Barnstable. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22465. 
This case arose out of a claim for land damages arising 
out of the widening and relocation of the Shore Road near 
Old Silver Beach, by the County Commissioners of Barnstable 
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County in 1952, whereby certain land of the plaintiff was 
taken. Falmouth was required to pay all damages and ex- 
penses arising from this widening and taking. It was con- 
sidered advisable to adjust this case at an acceptable figure. 
An amount was agreed upon satisfactory to the County and 
to Falmouth. The County has made the payment and the 
case is ended but Falmouth now has to reimburse the County. 


7. James Cullinan vs. County of Barnstable. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23110. 


This also was a petition for land damages because of land 
taken by the County of Barnstable in the widening and re- 
locating the Shore Road near Old Silver Beach. The amount 
of land taken from this petitioner was very small. It seemed 
preferable to settle this case as the expense of trial would 
probably exceed the amount for which it could be Settled. 
Papers were prepared, executed and filed, thus terminating 
this case, except that the Town of Falmouth will have to re- 
imburse the County for the amount of the settlement figure, 
plus expenses. 


8. County of Dukes County vs. New Bedford. Woods 
Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship 
Authority. 

Bristol County Supreme Judicial Court No. 1102. 

Massachusetts Full Bench Supreme Court No. 802. 

The County of Dukes County filed a petition in the 

Supreme Judicial Court in which proceeding it sought in the 
main to have the Court order the members of the New Bed- 
ford, Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steam- 
ship Authority to cease to operate its boats between Woods 
Hole and New Bedford at a loss during the winter months and 
to compel the Authority to abrogate or change the terms of a 
union employment contract between the union and the 
Steamship Authority. 


Nantucket, New Bedford, and Falmouth were requested 
to join in this litigation and at a hearing thereon were grant- 
ed the privilege of joining as parties therein, which was done. 
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New Bedford filed a Demurrer to the petition, which after 
argument was sustained. An appeal was taken to the Full 
Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court. Briefs were 
filed by each of the several parties. The case was argued 
before Chief Justice Qua and four (4) Associate Justices at 
Boston on December 5, 1955. The opinion of the Supreme 
Court has recently been filed. The decision of the Supreme 
Court is that the Demurrer of New Bedford was properly sus- 
tained by Justice Ronan and that the matters involved were 
for the determination of the members of the Steamship 
Authority and that it is not for the Court to instruct them 
or decide what they should do in these matters. 


B. Cases Pending Against the Town or its Officers or Boards. 


1. Eunice M. Cate et als vs. Board of Selectmen. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23161. 


This case was brought as an “appeal” against the Board 
of Selectmen to reverse their action in granting a permit 
for a motel proposed to be erected on property of the New 
Bedford Bargain Store, Inc. A demurrer was filed on behalf 
of the Selectmen and, after argument, was sustained. Plain- 
tiffs then applied to the Court for leave to substitute a peti- 
tion for a writ of mandamus which was granted and now the 
proceeding in this case is that of an application for a writ 
of mandamus. This case is pending and it is expected to be 
tried in the April, 1956 session of the Barnstable Superior 
Court. 


2. George Skulsky et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth and Antone B. Couto, Jr., Tree Warden 
and Moth Superintendent. 

Plymouth Superior Court No. 35593. 

This case is still pending in the Plymouth County Super- 
ior Court. It may be reached for disposition or trial before 
the adjournment of the Court for the summer session. This 
case is based on a claim that the Town and the Tree Warden 
or Moth Superintendent are responsible for the loss of a cow 
and injuries to other cows because it is alleged these losses 
were caused by negligent spraying of trees, etc. 
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3. Ellen Fitzgerald et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth. 
Worcester Superior Court No. 110767. 

This case is still pending in the Superior Court of Wor- 
cester County and has not yet been reached for trial. The 
claim is based upon alleged injuries from an alleged sidewalk 
defect on Main Street in Falmouth Center. 


4. William Ferguson vs. Selectmen and/or Inhabitants 
of the Town of Falmouth. 
Norfolk Superior Court No. 57280. 
This case which is brought against the Board of Select- 
men and against the Town is still pending. There have been 
motions and Interrogatories filed. 


The basis of this claim is that plaintiff while walking on 
Grand Avenue in the dark on the night following Hurricane 
Carol fell into an opening there and was injured. The open- 
ing referred to was caused by that hurricane. 


It is expected that the case will come on for trial or dis- 
position during the calendar year 1956. 


5. Joseph V. Giberti vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Fal- 
mouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23658. 

Pursuant to the vote passed at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing on February 10, 1955 under Article 80, the Board of Se- 
lectmen under date of March 16, 1955 made a Taking of the 
land of Joseph V. Giberti located at Silver Beach, West Fal- 
mouth and on the Southerly side of Shore Road. This was 
the property owned by Dr. Joseph V. Giberti which the Town 
had changed from a Single Residence District to a Busines 
District following which this owner had used this property 
for business purposes, namely, the parking of automobiles. 
On the property he had erected a wooden building two stories 
in height of which the ground floor was used as a bath- 
house with lockers to contain the clothing of the bathers. 
The amount appropriated by the Town at its Annual Town 
Meeting for this purpose was $25,000.00 and that was the 
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amount of the award to Dr. Giberti for the land so taken 
together with the building thereon. 


Dr. Giberti was not satisfied the sum of $25,000.00 and it 
was reported that he estimated his damages at a much 
larger sum. A conference was held at Falmouth which was 
attended by Dr.. Giberti with his counsel and with his broth- 
ers and was also attended by the Board of Selectmen, their 
counsel, members of the Beach Committee and a repre- 
sentative of the Finance Committee. 


After an extended discussion there was a failure to reach 
any settlement of this claim. 


On August 11, 1955, a petition was filed in the Barnstable 
County Superior Court by Joseph V. Giberti vs. the Inhab- 
itants of the Town of Falmouth for an assessment by jury 
of the amount of damages incurred as a result of the taking 
of his property above referred to by the Town. Service was 
made on the Town Clerk and Treasurer on August 18. The 
Order of Notice was returnable in said Court on the first Mon- 
day of October following which a combined Demurrer and 
Answer were filed on behalf of the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Falmouth together with a Motion to Strike out certain 
portions of the petition as filed. 


In the Special Town Meeting held on September 19 and 
20, 1955, Articles 45 and 46 were in substance to see whether 
the Town would return by conveyances to Joseph V. Giberti 
the land and buildings taken from him in the eminent do- 
main proceedings instituted by the Board of Selectmen of 
Falmouth. At said meeting unanimous consent was granted 
to Allan M. Hale, Esq., Attorney for Joseph V. Giberti to ad- 
dress the town meeting in favor of those articles and of a 
vote presented under the articles. Following Attorney Hale’s 
argument the meeting voted indefinite postponement on both 
of said articles. This case is now pending on the list of cases 
for trial before a jury at the April session of the Barnstable 
County Superior Court. It is likely that this case will be 
tried and disposed of at this coming session of this Court. 
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C. Additional Cases Being New Court Cases Brought Against 
The Town Of Falmouth. 
1. S. Charles Genovese vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth et al. 
Superior Court Suffolk County No. 498787. 

By a Writ dated October 6, 1955, S. Charles Genovese of 
Boston brought a suit against the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth and Platt Contracting Co., Inc. of Cambridge in 
an action of contract in which damages are alleged to have 
been incurred as extras on a building contract. This Writ 
was returnable in Suffolk County (Boston) on December 
5, 1955. On December 27, 1955, Demurrer and Answer, to- 
gether with appearance and jury claim, were filed on behalf 
of the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth. In the De- 
claration filed in the Superior Court at Boston, this plain- 
tiff claims that both the Town of Falmouth and the Platt 
Contracting Co., Inc. owe him $5,633.77 for labor, materials, 
insurance and overhead incurred by him during the con- 
struction of the new Lawrence High School. It appears that 
James H. Doyle & Son were subcontractors of the general 
contractor, Platt Contracting Co., Inc.; that said subcon- 
tractor James H. Doyle & Son engaged as their subcontractor 
S. Charles Genovese to do the lathing. During 1952 and 1953, 
the period of the construction work, a claim for extras had 
been presented and denied by S. W. Haynes Associates, Archi- 
tects. 

It does not appear on what legal basis a claim of this 
nature can be supported at this late date. Nevertheless it 
is a pending case which will eventually have to be disposed 
of. This case will not be reached for trial for some time on 
account of the crowded docket of jury cases in Suffolk County. 


D. Appellate Tax Board Cases 
These are two in number. 
1. Helen M. May and William L. May vs. Board of Assess- 
ors of Falmouth. 
Filed October 13, 1955. 
Docket No. X-111660. 
This is a petition brought to obtain a further reduction 
in the assessed valuation of the real estate of the petitioners, 
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which property comprises a summer residence on Tonset Road 
at Old Silver Beach and the accompanying lot of land. In 
1954 they were together assessed for $16,500.00. Because of 
the damage done to the residence by the August 31, 1954 hur- 
ricane a reduction in the assessed value was granted in the 
sum of $8,000.00 and $368.00 of the tax was abated. 

In 1955 the residence was assessed for $7,500.00 and the 
lot for $1,500.00 making a total assessed valuation of $9,000.00. 
The owners filed a petition for an abatement of this assessed 
valuation and as it was not granted, filed the pending petition 
before the Appellate Tax Board in which they claim that the 
property which was assessed for a total on the land and 
building of $9,000.00 has a fair cash value of only $1,000.00. 

This matter will probably be heard and disposed of by the 
Appellate Tax Board before the summer of 1956. 


2. The Second Bank—State Street Trust Company et al, 
Executors under the Will of Alice T. Whitney vs. 
Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 

Docket No. X-32154. 

On January 5, 1956, these Executors filed a petition be- 
fore the Appellate Tax Board alleging that the Woods Hole 
property of this Estate consisting of two lots of land of a 
total acreage of 7.38 acres located on the Westerly side of 
Church Street, Woods Hole, together with various buildings 
thereon, all of which was assessed in 1955 at a valuation of 
$78,520.00, was an excessive valuation. They ask that the mat- 
ter be heard before the Appellate Tax Board and an abate- 
ment be granted. 

This matter is pending before the Appellate Tax Board 
and it probably will be heard some time during the year 1956. 

Many minor claims have been made against the Town 
during 1955 and several adjustments made where it appeared 
that there might be liability on the part of the Town if suit 
were brought and in some instances where it appeared to be 
advisable to pay a small amount rather than have the Town 
incur the expense as well as the annoyance of litigation.

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Report of the Water and Sewer Commissioners 


We submit herewith for your consideration our 1955 an- 
nual report. 


At the February annual election, Mr. Ormond C. Ellery 
was re-elected to the Board of Water Commissioners for a 
three year term. The Board organized for the year as fol- 
lows: Mr. George R. Thayer, Chairman; Mr. Ormond C. El- 
lery, Vice-Chairman and Mr. Joseph R. Hall, Secretary. 
John W. Hughes was reappointed Superintendent. 


The increase in building construction has resulted in 
another busy year for the department. A total of 312 new 
services were installed, an increase of 128 over the previous 
year, and 32 services were renewed. The amount of water 
pumped was 514,615,600 gallons, an increase of over 53.2 mil- 
lion gallons. A daily peak of 4,187,500 gallons was pumped 
on July 22nd and the largest week was 23,309,300 gallons, 
both substantially higher than the previous year. 


Cash receipts reached a new high of $166,101.16. This is 
$22,320.56 over the previous year and reflects the increase in 
water consumption and service installation. Our bonded debt 
was reduced slightly to $557,000.00 and it was necessary for 
the Town to continue to meet payments on principal and 
interest on the large 1954 Water Main Improvements issue. 


Only essential maintenance was carried on and this part 
of our program continued to lag far behind what is consid- 
ered good practice. Hydrants were inspected and repairs 
made when necessary. A total of 8 hydrants were damaged 
by automobiles. The hydrant painting program started the 
previous year was continued and will no doubt be completed 
in 1956. During the year 11 new hydrants were installed, mak- 
ing a total of 667 now in use.

Again there were no serious leaks, but several were ex- 
perienced that presented minor problems. Frost penetration, 
early in the year, resulted in several frozen pipes. In most 
cases this was due to lowering of the road bed, and the re- 
maining cover was not sufficient to prevent pipes from freez- 
ing. Late in the year, the unusually low temperatures in De- 
cember resulted in frost to a depth of 2 ft. and although few 
freeze-ups were reported, it seems reasonable to assume this 
may present a serious problem before the end of the Winter. 


Our pipe cleaning program was limited to 7,870 ft. which 
is considerably less than an acceptable minimum, and we 
hope it will be possible to accelerate this important program 
during the coming year. 


Our efforts to engage the services of a draftsman on a 
part time basis were not successful, and as a result, no prog- 
ress was made on the sectional plans of the water system, 
gate ties etc. 


A new 4% ton pickup truck waas purchased to replace a 
1947 model and we will request funds in our budget to ob- 
tain a one ton unit with special body similar to the one now in 
use on construction work. All units have been maintained 
in good repair at a minimum of expense. 


Main line construction involved the installation of 12,105 
ft. of pipe from 2” to 8” in size with funds available in the 
Minor Extension account and several special accounts. The 
bulk of this work was performed by our regular forces with 
rented equipment, and as a result, no contract for pipe lay- 
ing was awarded during the year. Several projects voted at 
the special Town Meeting held in September were not started 
and will be scheduled for next year. Request for mains un- 
der the Minor Extension account were much greater than 
the $10,000.00 appropriation could provide. Since this has 
been so for the past several years, it seemed advisable to in- 
sert an article in the warrant to increase the $10,000.00 limit 
established under the Standing Votes of the Town to 
$15,000.00. 


New service installations increased to 312 only 13 short 
of the record year 1950 and 128 more than the previous year. 
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Needless to say, this taxed our construction staff to the limit. 
The cost of materials used for this type of work increased 
substantially during the year and it was necessary to pass 
this increase on to our customers. 


The Waquoit elevated tank was painted on both the in- 
side and outside surfaces. The contract for this work was 
awarded to the low bidder, Roy O. Leonard of Framingham, 
Mass. and a very satisfactory job was obtained. Inspection 
of the Woods Hole tank revealed failure of the top ring of 
steel adjacent to the seam and major repairs will be required 
next year. 


The water at Long Pond continued at approximately the 
same high level as last year reaching 40%” on April 29, and 
a low of 20” on Aug. 8. 


Water treatment was continued the same with 2 PPM 
of Calgon and .25 PPM of Chlorine. Bacteriological and chem- 
ical examination at regular intervals showed the supply to 
be of good quality. 


A corrosion study test plant was started in August and 
continued until December in an effort to determine the most 
effective and economical dosage of Calgon in relation to the 
corrosion problem. The effect of raising the alkalinity slightly 
in conjunction with Calgon was also studied. The data ob- 
tained is being reviewed and we are hopeful this may lead 
to a better understanding of our problem. No doubt we will 
continue this study next year so data may be obtained from 
a different set of conditions. 


Our last annual report predicted that ‘an extended dry 
spell could result in four million gallons daily” consumption 
on a peak day. We learned on July 22nd that it didn’t require 
an extended dry spell, but only ordinary July weather, to 
reach a peak of almost 4,200,000 gallons which is just about 
maximum for our facilities. Fortunately rainfall for August 
was many times normal and consumption leveled off. Our 
largest week was 24,309,300 gallons, and the total for the 
year increased to 514,615,600 gallons. 


Needless to say these figures are an important factor in 
the studies now in progress of our pumping station and dis- 
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tribution system and emphasize the urgency of improve- 
ments. 

Our consultants, Whitman & Howard are nearing com- 
pletion of a report on improvements needed to meet imme- 
diate and future demands, and although sufficient data is 
not available to present this at the annual Town Meeting, 
we hope to submit our recommendations to the public by 
early Spring. We fuly realize the solution to our many prob- 
lems will involve extensive work. Some of these problems 
are of long standing, but are now critical, and many more 
are more recent and can be directly attributed to recent 
growth of the Town. Our stated policy of future improve- 
ments on a long term basis may of necessity be revised. A 
review of the demands on the system during the year indi- 
cated an accelerated upward trend, and although this may 
level off, it has shortened the time available to put improve- 
ments into effect. 


WOODS HOLE SEWER 


Following passage of the special act by the legislature 
early in 1955 to ratify and confirm the sewer assessment filed 
at the Barnstable Registry of Deeds, the assessment was cer- 
tified to the Assessors on March 21, 1955, however, it was de- 
termined that ownership of several of the properties involv- 
ed has changed and it was necessary for the Town Counsel 
to again check the titles and file an amended order of as- 
sessment at the Registry of Deeds. This was recorded early 
in November and on November 15, 1955 the revised assess- 
ment was certified to the assessors.. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced with the main 
pump and some of the electrical controls and repairs costing 
over $450.00 were required during the year. Condensation 
and moisture is a major problem and no satisfactory solution 
has been worked out to date. 

The peak load was in excess of previous years and at 
times exceeded the capacity of the pump. It will no doubt 
be necessary within the next year or two to replace the sec- 
ond ejector with a vertical pump. This is essentially the 
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same aS done with the first ejector and the results have 
been satisfactory. All other equipment has been maintained 
in good condition and the operation of the plant checked 
daily. 

A survey of all house connections was made to bring our 
records up to date, and it was determined a total of 55 con- 
nections were in existence as of the first of the year. During 
the year, six new connections were made. 


On advice of the Town Counsel, the sewer use charge 
for 1954 was not billed since the assessment was not recorded 
until late that year, however, 1955 charges are now being 
computed and will be billed early next year. 

In conclusion, we wish to express our sincere apprecia- 
tion to the various Department heads, town officials, and 
especially the members of our staff for the fine cooperation 
received during the year.

The Veterans’ Advisory Committee herewith submits its 
report for the year 1955. 

The committee has functioned throughout the year in con- 
junction with the Veterans’ Agent and assisted him in his 
work in interviewing Veterans and their dependents requir- 
ing aid. The committee has met with the Agent on several 
occasions at the request of Veterans aggrieved by recommen- 
dations and in each instance the case was solved satisfactorily 
to the applicant, the Agent and the committee. 

The committee, through the Veterans’ Agent has assisted 
in obtaining Korean Bonuses, by furnishing blanks and aid- 
ing in making them out. We have assisted many veterans in 
making out forms for insurance, loans, and hospitalization, 
also in obtaining hardship discharges and widowed mothers 
and wives of deceased veterans in receiving pensions and 
allotments. 

A record of Falmouth men inducted and enlisted is being 
kept in the Agent’s office. Photostat copies of discharges and 
Certificates of Service are being made at no cost to the Vet- 
eran and copies filed for reference. 

The committee wishes to insure any Veteran or his de- 
pendents of having their particular problems directed into 
proper channels.

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Report of Recreation Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the Report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year 1955. 


Committee Meetings: 


Regular meetings were held in the Recreation Building on 
the Second Monday of each month. Aside from the regular 
meetings, Special Meetings were held by the Committee when- 
ever deemed necessary. The members of the Committee were 
most especially interested in viewing the Building in operation 
and also becoming very intimately familiar with any and all 
problems existing at the Building. The Committee was im- 
pressed with the complete control of all activities by the 
DIRECTOR and ASSISTANT DIRECTOR. 


Personnel: 


The Committee at this time wishes to impress upon the 
Townspeople the terrific task that daily confronts our DIREC- 
TORS. A careful breakdown of the number who attended our 
Recreation Building during 1955 shows an average attendance 
of 216 persons for every day of the 305 days the Building was in 
operation. The attendance at the Recreation Building for 
1955 was 65,658 persons, and in particular the attendance 
for OCTOBER was 6,452, for NOVEMBER 17,690 and for DE- 
CEMBER 6,525. If every man, woman and child that lives 
within the confines of the TOWN of FALMOUTH were able 
to attend the RECREATION BUILDING, they would have to 
do so for at least once a month for 7 months to equal our 1955 
attendance. 
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Recreation Building Policy: 


In order that any and all misconceptions may be exploded, 
and that all the TOWNSPEOPLE of Falmouth may be conver- 
sant with the POLICY under which the Falmouth Recreation 
Building is operated the following statement is made. 


Any and all requests made by the DIRECTOR of BUILD- 
ING, Mr. CANTY has found unanimous support in the Build- 
ing Committee. The idea behind any and all action is that 
the high standards set for this Building will always be main- 
tained. Also that the security of the HOME will at all times 
be found HERE. RIGHTS that do not exist will not now or in 
the future be recognized as over against those RIGHTS of 
the COMMUNITY and ITS INHABITANTS. For Young and 
Old, for Rich and Poor, Organizations, Clubs and in fact any 
Group who wishes to use the Building an equality of consider- 
ation is accorded that would indeed be exceedingly difficult to 
match. 


Condition of Recreation Building: 

The Committee is pleased at this time to announce that 
due to the support accorded the requests of the Committee 
in the past that the Building is in fine condition. The cur- 
tains on the stage have been replaced and a new main curtain 
will soon be in place. The newly tiled shower has proven to be 
most adequate in every way. The electric heating unit makes 
hot water always assured. The floor of the main auditorium 
has been relined. The damage to the roof has been repaired. 


Finances: 

The appropriations made last year were sufficient to take 
care of the needs of the Building. 

The Town realized a revenue of $1,100.60 from the use of 
the Building and its facilities. All BENEFITS held in the 
Building are done so RENTAL FREE. 


Youth Activities: 

If ever the accent should be placed upon YOUTH and 
THEIR place in the activities of the Building it should be for 
the year 1955. 
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The KEY CLUB sponsored by the Kiwanis was formed and 
the KEY CLUB aided the Kiwanis in the holding of the Hal- 
loween Dance at the Building. 

The LOOKOUTS sponsored by the Junior Outlook Club 
ran the CHRISTMAS and NEW YEAR DANCE at the Building. 

The BOOSTER’S CLUB sponsored the Rally and Dance 
on Thanksgiving Eve at the Building. 

The YOUTH COUNCIL secured the chaperons for the 
Summer Dances. They also operated the Snack Bar. 

“Mel” Vaughan of the Musicians Union secured Roger 
Gott and eleven (11) musicians for a very fine DANCE at the 
Building, FREE. 

More and more under the helpful guidance of the Build- 
ing’s Directors and the participating organizations the YOUTH 
of Falmouth is most definitely finding itself. Here lies the 
challenge to delinquency and it is being met most positively.

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Herring Rivers 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Due to extreme high tides, heavy wind and rain storms 
the herring rivers have created a serious problem this year. 
It has been very difficult to keep them open at all times, very 
often having them cleared in the morning and by nightfall the 
outlets would be closed again. It has been necessary to hire 
a heavy crane and a pump to clear the outlets of Little Pond 
River at Maravista, Fresh, Salt and Trunk Rivers. The rip 
rapping at Little Pond River has helped to keep that river 
open although it has been necessary to clear the seaweed 
from the pipe to allow the water to flow. Trunk River has 
created a problem all of the year but the outlets to this river 
should be rebuilt. 


A state law prohibits the taking of herring during the 
period between June 15 and the following March 1. Between 
March 1 and June 15 they cannot be taken on Sunday, Tues- 
day or Thursday of each week. The penalty is a fine of not 
more than $50.00 nor less than $5.00 and 25c additional for 
each alewive or herring.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth 
for the period from August 16, 1953, the date of the previous 
audit, to April 9, 1955, the following report being submitted 
thereon: 

An examination and verification was made of the finan- 
cial transactions of the town as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection. 


r 
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The books and accounts in the office of the town account- 
ant were examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, 
were checked with the records of the various departments 
making payments to the treasurer and with the treasurer’s 
books, while the payments were checked with the treasury 
warrants signed by the selectmen and with the treasurer’s 
cash book. The appropriations and transfers from the reserve 
fund were checked with the town clerk’s record of town meet- 
ings and with the authorizations of the finance committee. 


The town accountant’s ledgers were analyzed, and a bal- 
ance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on April 9, 1955. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the records in the departments collecting 
money for the town and with other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were 
checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the dis- 
bursement of town funds. The cash balance on April 9, 1955 
was proved by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments furnished by the bank of deposit, and by verification 
of the cash in the office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were proved with the amounts falling due and 
with the cancelled securities on file. 


The deductions from employee’s salaries and wages for 
Federal taxes and Blue Cross and Blue Shield membership 
were examined and reconciled with the amounts due and paid 
to the Director of Internal Revenue and to the Massachusetts 
Hospital Service, Inc. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer and the trustees were examined and 
listed, the income being proved and the transfers to the town, 
as well as the disbursements, being verified. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the contributory retirement funds in the 
custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed. The 
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reported receipts and disbursements were checked with the 
records of the retirement board, the income was proved, and 
the cash balance on April 9, 1955 was verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and checked in detail. The amounts 
added to the tax title account were compared with the col- 
lector’s records and the accountant’s books, the reported re- 
demptions of tax titles were checked with the treasurer’s cash 
book, the foreclosures were verified, and the tax titles and tax 
possessions on hand were listed, proved, and checked with 
the records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The taxes, motor vehicle and 
trailer excise, and water liens added to taxes outstanding ac- 
cording to the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitment lists, were audited and compared with the war- 
rants issued for their collection. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer as shown by 
the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, the abatements 
were checked with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, the taxes transferred to the tax title account were 
proved with the treasurer’s record of tax titles held by the 
town, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the town accountant’s ledger controls. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts 
receivable were examined and checked. The recorded col- 
lections were compared with the payments to the treasurer, 
the abatements were proved with the departmental records 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the controlling ledger accounts. 

Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, departmental, 
and water accounts was made by mailing notices to a num- 
ber of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The assessors’ warrants for the commitment of taxes, 
motor vehicle and trailer excise, and water liens added to 
taxes were listed and compared with the detailed lists, and 
the recorded abatements. granted were compared with the 
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amounts recorded in the tax collector’s commitment books 
and in the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men, the town clerk, the building, wire, and plumbing in- 
spectors, as well as by the police, fire, and health depart- 
ments, were examined and checked, and the payments to the 
State and to the town treasurer were verified. 

The surety bonds of the town officials required to fur- 
nish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 

The available records of departmental cash collections 
by the sealer of weights and measures, aS well as by the 
school, library, park, and recreation departments, and by all 
other departments in which money was collected for the 
town, were examined and checked. The recorded collections 
were compared with the verified payments to the treasurer, 
and the cash on hand in the several departments, including 
advances for petty expenditures, were verified. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and fhe 
tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and 
trailer excise, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and 
water accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition 
and transactions of the trust, investment, and retirement 
funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was re- 
ceived from all officials of the town, for which, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


Work on Jr.-Sr. High Completed 

The School Building Needs Committee has completed its 
work relating to the Jr.-Sr. High School. The School Com- 
mittee has accepted the building, and the State School Build- 
ing Assistance Commission has given final approval. As a 
result, the Town received from the State $85,063.90 in 1955, 
and will receive $17,012.78 each year henceforth for 15 years. 


New Assignment 

Upon completion of this business, the School Building 
Needs Committee had hoped to be dissolved. However, on as- 
signment by the Town Meeting to study further and to report 
on school building needs, the Committee has continued its 
work. 


Growth in School Population According to Predictions 

The Committee has examined data relating to school 
population and has compared this data with forecasts made 
in 1951 in the Harvard Study of the schools. It finds that the 
school population has grown generally as predicted up to this 
time. In the primary grades, the enrollments are within 4% 
of the predictions. In the secondary school, the enrollment 
exceeds the predicted enrollment by 15%. The Harvard Sur- 
vey predicted that such an increase would occur if retardation 
were reduced and high school program offerings were im- 
proved. 


Recent Births Higher Than Survey’s Forecasts 

The forecasts for school enrollment beyond 1956, how- 
ever, were based upon estimates of births. “These estimates 
might prove,” the Survey Report said, ‘‘to be too conservative.” 
They have, indeed, so proved. The Survey noted in 1952 that 
the number of births to Falmouth residents had»reached 
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267—an all-time peak. It was thought then that the number 
of births would decrease annually and settle at about 20 
births per thousand of population, or about 200 annually. The 
reverse condition has prevailed. Instead of 200 births in 1955, 
there were 369—nearly 85% over the estimate. Births have in- 
creased each year since 1951 as follows: 


1951—267 1952—286 1953—292 1954—320 1955—369 


For the five-year period prior to 1951, births averaged 
under 200 annually. 


School Enrollment to Increase 


As the Survey Report indicates, enrollment in Grade 1 
has been, over the years, within 2% of the number of births 
recorded 5 years earlier. The increased number of births, 
therefore, causes us drastically to modify both estimates of 
future enrollment and estimates of future school building 
needs. 


Counting children already born to Falmouth residents 
and children now attending Falmouth schools, we can predict 
an enrollment of over 3000 children in 1960 as against the 
Survey estimate of 2600. 


Attached to this report is a school population projection 
chart. It contains projections of enrollment into the appro- 
priate grades for future years of children now known to be 
residing in Falmouth. 


The chart shows that between 1955 and 1960 the school 
population in Falmouth will increase as follows: 


In Kindergarten—Grade III—from 822 to 1238—an increase 
of 416. 


In Grades IV-VI—from 663 to 711—an increase of 48. 


(In the following 3 years (1961-1964), however, there 
will be a further increase in Grades 4-6 of nearly 200 
pupils.) 


The attention of the Committee has been directed to the 
building.of a school and housing at Otis Air Force Base. It 
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is the considered opinion of the Committee that these activ- 
ities will result in no significant reduction in the above esti- 
mate of Falmouth’s growing school population. 


Need for Additional Classrooms for Additional Pupils 


To take account of this estimated rate of growth in the 
elementary schools, the schools will, by September, 1956, have 
in use all the classrooms now available. Thereafter, the 
School Committee will have to provide, in addition to class- 
rooms now being used, three to four new classrooms each 
year through 1960. If this were done, an average of thirty 
pupils to a room could be maintained. 


Need to Replace East Falmouth School 


In addition to the above increase, the School Building 
Needs Committee notes that the East Falmouth School, of 
all the school buildings now in use, least conforms to the 
minimum standards of health, safety, and adaptability to 
an educational program. It should be replaced. The Com- 
mittee notes also that the Village School building and site 
is extended beyond its present capacity. Storerooms and 
library in this building have been converted to classrooms. 
These rooms should be diverted to their original purposes. 


It would appear, therefore, that to meet the predictable 
needs as to school plant, twenty-four classrooms, and the 
other facilities that make up a school, will be needed by 1964. 


School Committee Policy 

How and where to provide these needed classrooms has 
been a major concern of the Committee. A prime consider- 
ation, of course, is the educational specifications and policies 
set by the School Committee. These call for neighborhood 
schools containing grades Kindergarten through grades 4 or 
5; a centralized intermediate school; and centralized Jr.-Sr. 
high school. This policy is said to reflect the most effective 
and economical use of school buildings. 


New School Proposed at East Falmouth 


In view of this policy, of the growth in the area, and of 
the condition of the present building the School»Building 
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Needs Committee has come to the conclusion that a new 
school, replacing the present school should be built in East 
Falmouth as soon as this can be arranged. This school should 
be 10 to 14 rooms housing ultimately Kindergarten through 
Grades 4 or 5. It should, of course, be expansible. The build- 
ing should be constructed on the land on Davisville Road al- 
ready owned by the Town. This site is adequate as to size. 
On it a playground, which is a necessary part of a school, has 
already been developed. This site would undoubtedly receive 
State approval. It is, furthermore, the center of a large area 
including, in addition to the East Falmouth settlement, 
Waquoit, Davisville, Menauhant, Seacoast Shores, and Fresh 
Pond. There is no doubt that this area will provide a suffi- 
cient number of pupils for a school of the proposed size. 


By this construction, there would be provided improved 
school facilities in an area sorely needing them. Seven rooms 
replacing the rooms in the old school would thus be provided, 
and at the same time four to seven new rooms would become 
available for school population growth. Also, by disposing of 
the old building and site, inadequate though it be for school, 
the Town could recover a substantial amount toward the cost 
of the new school. 


Other Classrooms Needed 


This action, it must be emphasized, will be only part of 
the answer to Falmouth’s school building problem. Falmouth 
will need, almost immediately, an additional school. Feasible 
plans for the necessary classrooms, in addition to those to be 
constructed in East Falmouth, must be provided. 


The School Building Needs Committee is presently in- 
clined to believe that a new school somewhere in the center 
of the Town to house the intermediate grades would be the 
solution to the problem. However, the Committee is not itself 
as yet sufficiently agreed upon all aspects of the project to 
offer recommendations to the Town with confidence at this 
time. It requests time, therefore, for further study of the 
problems"involved.

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Request of Money for Plans 


In light of the above considerations: The Committee will 
request that the Town Meeting appropriate money for plans 
for a school at East Falmouth, and will recommend that fur- 
ther study be given to the problem of providing additional 


needed school facilities.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


During the year 1955, conditions affecting education have 
been widely discussed in newspapers and on television and 
radio. The voices of professional education associations, cry- 
ers in the wilderness about such matters for years, have been 
augmented by such powerful citizen’s organizations as the 
National Citizens Council for the Public Schools. The White 
House Conference on Education has served to identify some 
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of the issues in education and make the discussion of them 
common talk throughout the nation. The fabulous bene- 
ficence to private colleges and universities of the Ford Foun- 
dation, and of some other lesser Trusts, have served not only 
to dramatize the place of education in our society, but to 
raise the status of teachers generally—not alone those in the 
institutions which have been the recipients of Foundation 
bounties. 


In these discussions about education, there has been ref- 
erence over and over again to steadily increasing enrollments; 
to the shortage of trained teachers (and, indeed, of trained 
people in every field); to the inadequacies of school plant in 
which to house the children; and to the limitations of the 
property tax, except in unusual communities, as a base for 
supporting education. Questions are also repeatedly heard 
which relate to the stated or implied purposes of public edu- 
cation and to the scope, the nature, and the quality of the 
educational program. 


Many of these conditions are to be found and some of 
these questions have been heard in Falmouth. 


Enrollment : 
Falmouth’s school population is growing proportionately 
faster than the population of the Town. 


Each September, the schools open with 100 to 150 more 
pupils than were registered the previous year. In large 
measure, this is a reflection of the high birth rates in America 
during the war years and, indeed, every year thereafter. 
Locally, there has been no diminution in this high rate. More 
than three hundred children were born to Falmouth residents 
in 1955. This number exceeds by more than 50% the number 
which experts in population trends in 1951 predicted for Fal- 
mouth in 1955. 


Affect of Federal Installations 

But Falmouth’s problems of numbers in school is some- 
what further magnified by the expansion of Otis Air Force 
Base. At present, 415 children in the Falmouth Schools, or 
17%, have parents who are employed on one of the local 
Federal installations. This is an increase of 162 in a year. 
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Providing Room for Expansion 

To take care of this increasing population, the Junior and 
Senior High School grades were moved into the new Lawrence 
High School building in 1953. Eight rooms in the Hall School 
and four rooms in the Village school were thus vacated. Grow- 
ing space in the elementary school was provided by convert- 
ing these rooms, appropriately furnished, into elementary 
classrooms. 


In September, 1956, the last of the rooms available for 
expansion will have been occupied. From that time on, we 
can deal with increasing enrollment only by building more 
classrooms, or resorting to still larger classes than we now 
have, or to platooning, or to some other unpopular edu- 
cational makeshift. 


Need for New Building 

But whatever is done, annual increases in enrollment 
appear inevitable at least through 1961. The children have 
already been born. By 1961, we may expect over 1900 chil- 
dren in the elementary school. To provide anything like 
adequate school housing for them will require at least twenty- 
one classrooms more than we now have. 


It is in recognition of some of these conditions that the 
School Building Needs Committee will call for plans for a 
new school at East Falmouth and further study concerning 
the providing of additional school room space. 


A Changing School Staff 
To serve increased numbers of children, it has been 
necessary to increase staff. In addition, it has been necessary 


to fill a considerable number of vacancies caused by death, 
retirement, or resignation. During the past year, inroads have 


been made in our staff by other systems offering substantially 
higher salaries than Falmouth has paid. As a result, during 
the past four years, the School Committee has made sixty- 
eight appointments to the professional staff. That a number 
of these appointments have been to the same position is in- 
dicated by the fact that forty-one of our staff members have 
been in the Falmouth Schools three years or less and are, 
therefore, not on what is called “tenure”. 
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Source of New Teachers 

The following data indicates something of the source of 
the teachers hired. Of the sixty-eight appointments, thirty- 
two had held teaching jobs up to'the time of their transfer 
to Falmouth, but eleven of these came to Falmouth because 
their husbands worked in the area. Twenty-eight of the 
sixty-eight came to the Falmouth Schools directly from col- 
lege. Of these recent graduates, two came because of their 
husbands being assigned here. Eight of the sixty-eight were 
married women who had withdrawn from teaching. 


This brief analysis suggests that in order to Keep the 
schools operating, we have eaten deeply into our reserve of 
former teachers in the community. Even more, we have been 
kept going by teacher-trained wives of air-force personnel. 
On the whole, the strength which their training and breadth 
of experience has brought to our staff has been offset by the 
effect of the brevity and uncertainty of their tenure. 


Probable Effect of New Salary Schedule 

If it is true, as is commonly claimed, that more somber 
days in teacher recruitment are ahead than we have yet 
seen, we may take heart, I think, in the School Committee’s 
recent action in up-grading salaries. The new schedule of 
beginning salaries and increments is comparable with salaries 
established in communities zealously concerned for education 
in this State. 


In Service Training Activities 

It is part of our obligation to try to keep members of 
this constantly changing teaching staff in communication 
with each other, to help individual members approach their 
tasks with common understandings about purpose, goals and 
methods, and through this common approach, to ensure con- 
tinuity in the school program. 


In the individual buildings, these ends are the respon- 
sibility of the principals. In our schools, the principals are 
assisted by supervisors in special subject fields. Periodically, 
these people have met to spell out programs and the ways of 
supervision. Building meetings are held monthly. 
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Communication between schools is maintained in a num- 
ber of ways. Teachers serving at various levels in the schools 
and in different schools are working on committees whose 
function is the analysis and improvement of instruction in 
subject areas. The subjects cut across grade and school lines. 
Arithmetic, Mathematics, English, the Kindergarten Primary 
Program, Reading, Health, and The Recording of Pupil Prog- 
ress are six subjects receiving special attention currently 
from committees. In addition, the Staff Educational Council, 
composed of administrators and teachers representing all 
grades and schools in the system, meets bi-monthly to dis- 
cuss educational topics. From their meetings comes the 
“Staff Bulletin”, a monthly publication, dealing with issues 
raised in Staff Council and other matters of common interest 
to Staff. 


Two other programs devoted to establishing common un- 
derstandings and assuring the use of most modern and ap- 
proved methods were undertaken this year: an Orientation 
Program and Workshop in Reading. The orientation program 
was a four-full days workshop held prior to the opening of 
school in September. It was designed to acquaint the teacher 
and other school workers with their co-workers, with the 
purposes and problems of the school, with curriculum and 
marking system, and with the ground rules under which the 
school operates. 


A loose-leaf Guide-book for teachers, summarizing some 
of the things emphasized during these several days was de- 
veloped. It is being enlarged and refined. 


For the Reading Workshop, schools were closed while 
the teachers spent two working days listening to consultants 


on problems of reading, and working together in groups under 
these experts on specific reading problems. A brochure sum- 
marizing the work of these groups, prepared by the Director 
of Curriculum and Guidance, serves as a handbook in the 
schools for the teaching of reading. 


Practice Teachers in Our Midst 
We have profited also from visits to us of teachers from 
other places to work and study among us. Five teachers have 
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been sent during the year from Massachusetts teachers col- 
leges to do their practice teaching under local supervision. 
The Falmouth system also was selected by the State Depart- 
ment of Education this year as one of eight school systems 
in Massachusetts to which a foreign exchange teacher under 
a Fulbright fellowship is assigned to observe an American 
community and an American school in action. Mr. Yoshimi 
Nagai, of Tokyo, Japan, has come to us in this capacity. 

Through his observations of us we are gaining some fresh 
insights into our own educational activities. 
Parents View the Schools 

The schools have worked in diverse ways to bring teacher 
and parent together to consider the progress and problems 
of boys and girls. Meetings with kindergarten parents were 
held in May, on the first day of school, and in January. 
Special programs have been planned by the Guidance De- 
partment and carried out under the direction of principals 
for parents of each of the following groups in each of the 
schools: Kindergarten, Grade 1, Grade 7, Grade 8, and the 
High School College Preparation Group. In connection with 
these meetings, handbooks for parent and staff have been 
developed for Kindergarten, for Grade 1, for Grade 7, and 
currently for parents of boys and girls planning to attend 
college. In addition, special programs have been arranged 
for parents on the guidance program, the music program, 
and the teaching of reading. Besides these programs, ‘Open 
House” has been held in each of the schools, providing inter- 
ested persons opportunity to observe the schools and to con- 
sult with teachers. 

In the elementary schools, of course, a planned confer- 
ence between parent and teacher is a part of the reporting 
system. In the high school, the guidance office is open Tues- 
day evenings each week for parent conferences. 


A significant emphasis upon the school and home shar- 
ing concern for the child is observable in the school health 
office. In conformity with the general recommendations of 
the State Department, physical examinations are given in 
Falmouth to all pre-school children and to all children in 
Grades 1, 4, 8, and 12. 
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The examinations are far from cursory, and in the ele- 
mentary schools particularly, parents come by appointment 
to the school to confer with the doctor during and after the 
examination and to share in the findings. 


New Report Cards: An Adventure in Parent Participation 

An adventure in the development of educational policy 
through participation together of educational staff and other 
citizens was undertaken this year. A Committee of repre- 
sentative parents, school administrators, and teachers was 
requested by the School Committee to review the report cards 
which had been in use for the past two years. This group 
was asked to make recommendations concerning its findings. 
The group met as a whole ten times faithfully over a period 
of several months and held many sub-committee sessions. Its 
report to the School Committee, unanimously adopted, was 
taken under advisement and given to the school staff to 
study. The staff’s approval having been secured, the School 
Committee, upon recommendation of the superintendent, 
adopted the basic recommendations of the Study Committee. 


- There were two basic recommendations: the first was to 
retain the general format of the original card as spelling out 
the nature and scope of the educational program; the second 
recommendation was to modify the marking system so that 
the child would be classified in broad academic areas accord- 
ing to certain sharply defined group standards. The following 
is a quotation from the report of the Study Committee: 
“There was a general agreement in the end in the Committee 
that the proposals for marking provided both ways of recog- 
nizing superior performance and of still giving encourage- 
ment to the pupil making sincere effort within the limit of 
his present development.” 


The cards now used in the Kindergarten, in Grade 1, and 


in Grades 2-6 are built around the recommendations of this 
study group. 


It is my opinion that those of us who participated in the 
study learned much about group processes, about the prob- 
lems of schools, and about the problems of parents. Inci- 
dentally, I think we also improved the report cards. 
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New Area of Instruction—Speech Therapy 
Among the other innovations in our schools this year 
was the addition of a speech therapist to the staff. 
Preliminary survey of our children last year indicated 
need for speech therapy and training of hard of hearing. On 
the basis of these findings, a person with adequate training 
in speech therapy was engaged in September. 


After studying the cases referred by teachers, the teacher 
selected 74 children to receive either individual or group in- 
struction. Lisping, stuttering, inarticulate speech, and serious 
hearing loss are among the children’s handicaps which are 
being dealt with. A report to each parent on the progress 
of each child receiving help will be forthcoming. 


In the process of determining the need for special in- 
struction, the speech therapist will have tested all the chil- 
dren in the schools to identify those who have serious 
hearing loss. Parents of children with such handicap will be 
notified through the school doctor. 


An Expanding High School Program 

The high school principal reports that the School con- 
tinues to offer an expanding program with a sufficient variety 
of courses so that the student’s program can be tailored to 
meet the admission requirements of any college or technical 
school. Three foreign languages are being offered. In this 
area there is an interesting trend, counter to that in many 
schools, to take more Latin. Two divisions of beginning Latin, 
instead of one as formerly, had to be organized this Septem- 
ber. In our Jr.-Sr. High School, it is possible for a student 
to study a science in each of his six years in school. The 
offerings include General Science, Biology, Physical Science, 
Chemistry, and Physics. Every graduate of our school must 
have completed at least two years of science in the senior 
high school. One of these must be biology. Courses in gen- 
eral mathematics and mathematics with a bias toward voca- 
tional application have been added to the curriculum. But 
these additions have not taken pupils out of the traditional 
mathematics courses. Indeed, in these areas the enrollment 
is increasing and the number of divisions will have increased 
from six last year to eight next September: _ 
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In the 7th and 8th grades, fast-moving divisions have 
been established and some attention has been given to ad- 
justing the academic demands in these divisions to the 
capacity of the pupils. 


In other areas also the principal reports a developing 
program in which there is wide pupil participation. 


He refers to invitations of musical organizations to con- 
tribute in a wide variety of community activities; he points 
to a more successful intermural and organized junior high 
school program in football and basketball, which auger well 
for future success in athletics; he mentions extended oppor- 
tunities in golf and the addition of track as a school sport. 
He says there is a growing interest in dramatics resulting 
from additions to the faculty of several teachers with train- 
ing and special interest in the field. He points with pride 
to the continued publication of the Student Intelligencer. 
Particularly, he pays tribute to the Student Council as 
an organization exemplifying the best in the extra curricular 
program in the school. Meeting once a week throughout the 
year, this group learns by doing about self-government. By 
the quality of their deliberations and the maturity of their 
decisions, they give the lie to those who point only at the 
eternal irresponsibility of high school youth. 


Graduates Attend High Schools 

A recent survey by the guidance office shows that over 
the past 10 years somewhat more than 30% of the graduates 
of each class except one have gone from high school to higher 
educational institutions. 


The Class of 1955 appears to be a typical group. In this 
class there were eighty-six graduates. Of these, thirty-three 
continued their education: fifteen, in four-year liberal arts 
colleges and technical schools and the remainder, in other 
schools. The schools differ widely from each other in purpose 
and academic requirements. A tabulation follows of the 
schools and the number of 1955 graduates enrolled:

The School’s Responsibility for College Preparation 

The preparation of this group of students for the further 
formal education remains obviously a substantial responsi- 
bility of the school. During the next decade or so, secondary 
schools will be graduating an ever-increasing number of 
pupils. Among these, competition for places in entering col- 
lege classes will be intensified. Admission to first-rate schools 
will then be more than ever reserved to those demonstrating 
intelligence and academic accomplishment and other com- 
petencies and interests likely to be influenced by formal 
schooling. 

The school can and will continue to set up the formal 
courses necessary for the pupil being admitted to whatever 
school he chooses. It will try to maintain, in avowedly college 
divisions, a standard of academic accomplishment consistent 
with the expectations of the colleges. It will try to see that 
the classes are small enough to ensure the student of reason- 
able attention. It will provide the best teachers it can pro- 
cure. In classroom, in library, in laboratory, and in other 
areas of the school where students assemble, it will try to 
arouse curiosity for learning. These things the schools can 
and must try to do, but the trying will not of itself insure 
that the individual student will be successful. Success de- 
pends also upon qualities of intelligence, of conscience and 
of character within the learner himself and upon the stimulus 
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to aspire and to achieve which he derives from all the rest 
of his environment as well as from the school. To provide 
this stimulus-is the business of all of us—not alone the school. 
Concerning this business, the staff of the school invites those 
who are interested to consult and work with them in the days 
ahead. 


A Reorganized Guidance Program 

To facilitate this kind of thing and to provide better 
service for all pupils, the guidance program in the High 
School was modified this September. 


Four part-time guidance counsellors were appointed. 
Each counsellor is assigned a segment of the school popu- 
lation: one for Grade 7; one for Grade 8; one for college 
preparatory pupils in the High School; and one for all other 
High School pupils. In addition, each counsellor is expected 
to be or to become a specialist in one of the following special 
areas: College Preparation and Admission; Preparation for 
Jobs and Job Placement; Personal and Emotional Problems 
of Youth; Opportunities in the School Community for De- 
veloping Social and Cultural Interests. 


Evaluation of the Schools 

An ever-vexing exercise is the finding of answers to the 
question “How are our schools doing?” There are many kinds 
of answers, but one kind comes conveniently now to hand. 


The High School is a member of New England Association 
of Colleges & Secondary Schools. This is the accrediting insti- 
tution for New England colleges. It will become in the next 
several years an accrediting organization for New England 
secondary schools. 


Acceptance or retention of membership in this associ- 
ation will be a testimonial that the member school meets 
certain prescribed standards. Schools which are now mem- 
bers will evaluate themselves and be evaluated by experts 
according to a pattern adopted by the Association. This 
process of evaluation becomes, therefore, one of the major 
in-service functions of our school faculty during the months 
which follow. ~~

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Improving the Setting for Learning 

The maintenance work has progressed as planned. The 
painting of the Woods Hole School Building, exterior and in- 
terior, has been completed. Ten classrooms in the schools 
have been completely refurbished; new rooms have been re- 
built and salvaged; shelves, closets and bulletin boards have 
been added to the schools; floors have been sanded and re- 
finished; and new tile floors, laid in rooms and corridor at 
Teaticket; the cellar of the Woods Hole School and the attic 
at the Teaticket School have been cleaned up, and a new 
room made in the one and a new storeroom in the other; the 
area on which the old high school stood has been filled and 
graded; the triangle at the front of the Teaticket School has 
been cleaned up. 


The cumulative result of these activities is that the cus- 
todians of the buildings are able to maintain a higher level 
of cleanliness and sanitation. The interiors of the buildings 
need to be seen to have the maintenance and custodial work 
appreciated. 


The School Budget for 1956 

Attached to this report is a summary of the school budget 
for 1956. The estimates of cost are based upon the School 
Committee’s policies relating to personnel salaries, size of 
classes, use of school facilities by community groups, etc. The 
estimates were prepared by members of the staff responsible 
for the various functions. The estimates were reviewed and 
revised by the Superintendent of Schools and later by the 
School Committee. In this process, the original estimates 
have been reduced by $26,100. 


Even so, the total amount requested for operation in 
1956 is $669,825.00, or an increase of $76,160 over the amount 
appropriated by the Town in 1955. 


On the other hand, receipts to the Town on account of 
education in 1956 are estimated to amount to $104,411. These 


receipts will be augmented by available Federal Aid amount- 
ing to $30,000. 


Attention is called to the following factors affecting costs 
of school services in 1956. ~ 
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(1) Professional Salary Schedule 

Concerning salaries and personnel policies the School 
Committee has spent hours in study and deliberation during 
the year. The Committee has consulted with representatives 
from the staff. It has made comparative studies. It has found 
that the shortage of teachers and the increasing numbers 
of children is countrywide. It has found itself, therefore, in 
competition with the country for competent teachers. 

As a result of its study, the School Committee has adopted 
a salary schedule providing for increased minimum from 
$3000 and $3300 to $3500 and $3800, and with accelerated 
increments in the first years of employment to bring the 
teacher within 4 years up to $4000 per annum. The maximum 
salaries to be attained in 10 years, have been set at $5200, 
$5400 and $5600 or $5800 depending upon the teacher’s train- 
ing. 

The schedule is attached to this report. 


The action appears to be a bold investment in the up- 
grading of the schools. It should ensure procurement of new 
teachers, and will-tend to hold competent teachers for a rea- 
sonable time. That it may influence the quality of teaching 
is indicated by two facts: there have been 68 appointments to 
staff in the past four years; and 41 of our teachers have been 
here less than 4 years and are therefore not on tenure. 

Other items than the raising of salaries of the profes- 
sional staff enter into the increasing of the school budget. 
(2) Other Than Professional Salaries 

The salaries of other than professional employees have 
been adjusted to the recommendations of the Job & Wage 
Survey Committee. 


(3) Enrollment in the Schools 

In September, 1956, the schools will have an enrollment 
exceeding the number enrolled in 1955 by 154 pupils. Of these 
additional pupils, 105 will be in the elementary schools; 49 
will be in the senior high school. 
(4) Additional Teachers 

To account for these additional pupils, it is reeommended 
that three teachers be added to the elementary school staff; 
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that two teachers be added to the high school staff. The cost 
of these additions is shown in the budget. This will make 
for a pupil-staff ratio in the high school in 1956 of 20-1. The 
median for towns of over 5000 population in this State in 
1954 was 18.1-1. 


In the elementary schools, the pupil-staff ratio will be 
28.3-1. The classroom teacher-pupil ratio will be 31-1. The 
comparable medians for Towns of over 5000 population were 
27.7 and 28.8 respectively to 1. 


(5) Making Additional Classrooms 

Rooms for these additional pupils must be made avail- 
able—one at the Hall School and two at Teaticket. These 
rooms will be furnished and made ready for occupancy. 


(6) Furniture and Supplies for Additional Pupils 

Additional furniture, supplies, books, and other equip- 
ment are needed in both the High School and the elementary 
schools to provide for these additional pupils. The cost of 
these additions is reflected in the several items of the budget. 


(7) Transportation of Pupils 

Just as the capacity of our classrooms is being stretched, 
so also is our transportation system. Twelve busses are now 
transporting 1,402 children to and from school daily. Provi- 
sion is made for two new busses during the coming year. 
This cost is reflected in the attached estimated cost of trans- 
portation. 


(8) Community Uses of School Building 

Our school buildings are much used by community groups. 
It would seem that the High School in particular is more 
and more becoming a community center. The High School 
building was used for formally scheduled affairs about 130 
times during the school year, 72 times for other than school 
functions. School activities scheduled included basketball, 
school dances and parties, parents’ meetings, concerts, eve- 
ning classes, etc. This use is reflected in cost of heat, power, 
and light for operation. The increase would be considerably 
more were arrangements not made for the Oberlin players 
to pay for their utility costs directly. 
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(9) Adult Classes. 

Two nights a week during the winter, adult classes are 
held at the High School in the evening. Average attendance 
has been about two hundred. A small increase in the budget 
for support of this activity is provided. 


Limitations of Report 

In a report like this there is space only to mention a few 
of the general innovations or the areas of current emphasis. 
Unfortunately, it is impossible to list all the kinds of learning 
activities, in classroom and beyond, during formal school 
hours and afterwards, which teachers are conducting with 
skill and enthusiasm to the profit of children. 


However, everything else which we have described about 
the schools, from recruitment of teachers to the maintenance 
of a clean and efficient plant, is directed to one purpose 
alone: the improvement of the quality of those learning ac- 
tivities which are of the essence of the school program. 


Conclusion 

I would close this report with an expression of gratitude 
to the Townspeople of Falmouth for their concern for and 
generous support of the schools; to the boys and girls of the 
schools for their continuous inspiration; to the members of 
the school staff for their conscientious performance of duty; 
and to the School Committee who, by example and word, have 
helped us all to raise the level of our service.

The teacher will proceed from minimum to maximum in 
ten annual increment steps as follows: 


2 @ $250; 1 @ $300; 3 @ $100; 1 @ $200; 1 @ $100 
1 @ $200; 1 @ $100 


Teachers will be required to complete ten hours of ap- 
proved advanced credit for study beyond the bachelor’s de- 
gree before passing to the eighth step on the schedule; and 
a total of sixteen credits beyond the bachelor’s degree before 
passing to the tenth step. 


Teachers without a degree will continue to be credited 
with a bachelor’s degree if they were elected prior to Decem- 
ber, 1946, and if they have served ten years in Falmouth. 
Such teachers will be required to meet the study requirements 
above to pass to the next higher steps on the schedule. 


Teachers who have served in the Falmouth Schools con- 
tinuously for twenty years may be advanced $200 above the 
maximum salaries shown on the schedule. 


The School Committee reserves the right to grant an 
additional increment for highly meritorious service. 


Teachers entering the system will not be compensated 
more than the minimum salary paid to teachers now in the 
system with equal training and experience. 


To adjust to the new schedule, teachers salaries in Sep- 
tember 1956 will be raised $500, and whatever other adjust- 
ments are necessary to credit the teachers with the full 
measure of their service in Falmouth. 


Of this increase, $250 will be retroactive to January 1, 
1956. Each September, after September 1956, teachers now 
in the system will advance on the salary schedule with incre- 
ments of $200 per annum, until they arrive at their proper 
place on the new schedule.

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Report of the Salary Study Committee 


The Salary Study Committee was appointed as a result of 
the following vote on Article 68 which was inserted in the Warrant 
for the 1954 Annual Town Meeting by the Finance Committee: 


“VOTED that the Moderator appoint a committee of 
three (3) members, which committee shall 
prepare a plan classifying any and all posi- 
tions held by Town employees, other than 
those filled by popular election and those 
under the direction and control of the 
school committee, into groups and classes 
doing substantially similar work or having 
substantially equal responsibilities, and es- 
tablishing minimum and maximum salaries 
to be paid to employees in positions so classi- 
fied, which plan shall provide for the attain- 
ment of such maximum salaries by periodi- 
cal step-rate increases based on length of 
service, aS provided in General Laws, Chap- 
ter 41, Section 108A, such salaries to be ap- 
propriately related, if possible, to a reliable 
cost of living index; which committee may 
employ professional consultants in con- 
nection with the foregoing..... pes 


The Finance Committee took this action because of the diffi- 
culties experienced over the years in making decisions on requests 
for increases for individual town employees and for increases in 
the general pay level of the Town. The Finance Committee felt 
that it would be to the advantage of all employees and the entire 
town to have a definite salary plan, so that the town would have 
an orderly and logical basis for determining compensation of town 
employees, in place of the often highly personal and even emotional 
arguments for increases. 

Under Sections 108A and 108C of Chapter 41 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts a town is authorized to establish by By-law 
a plan classifying town positions, other than those filled by popular 
election and those under the direction and control of the School 
Committee and to consolidate all administrative procedures of the 
town into one By-law. This By-law does not require prior approval 
of the Attorney. General. 
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The Committee looked into the matter of choosing professional 
consulting assistance and after careful investigation and the inter- 
viewing of three such consultants it was the unanimous choice of the 
Committee to employ Mr. Samuel P. Allison of Wellesley. Mr. Allison 
a private management consultant is highly regarded in this field 
and has the added advantage of six years’ experience gained as 
Chairman of the Personnel Board which administers the Salary 
Administration Plan of Wellesley which he developed from a study 
similar to that which has been performed for Falmouth. 


In this report the Salary Study Committee presents the Salary 
Administration Plan which it has worked out for consideration by 
the Town. The vote of the Town instructed the Committee to relate 
salaries, if possible, to a reliable cost of living index. The Committee 
has given careful consideration to this, has taken into account the 
experience of other towns which have done this, and also practices 
along this line in business. The conclusion reached was that it would 
not be to the advantage of the Town of Falmouth or its personnel 
to attempt tying salaries to a cost of living index at this time. Ex- 
perience elsewhere has indicated that attempts to provide auto- 
matic changes in pay based on a formula related to a cost of living 
index do not work out acceptably in the long run. It is considered 
preferable to have the Personnel Board, which will administer the 
Plan, review the pay Schedule from time to time and make recom- 
mendations to the Town as it may deem desirable. 

There have been many conferences both by the Committee and 
Mr. Allison with department heads, members of Boards, Commissions 
and Committees and with many Town employees. As a result, there 
has been widespread participation in the development of the pro- 
posed Salary Administration Plan. Town Counsel has been most 
helpful, and the Committee also wishes to express its appreciation 
for the co-operation and assistance it has received from all con- 
cerned. 

An article has been inserted in the warrant for the considera- 
tion of the matter by the 1956 Annual Town Meeting and it is the 
recommendation of the Salary Study Committee that the proposed 
Plan be adopted. It is believed that the adoption of the Plan will be 
a considerable step forward in modernizing and making more effi- 
cient the Town’s policies and practices. 


THE SALARY ADMINISTRATION PLAN 
WHAT IT IS AND HOW IT WORKS 
The proposed Salary Administration Plan will give to Falmouth 
a modern and up-to-date plan and program for administering pay 
and related matters. It has been developed on the basis of the 
same tested techniques that business finds,so successful All em- 
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ployees of the Town are entitled to fair and impartial handling of 
the pay problem. The taxpayers are entitled to know that the pay 
level is adequate, but not excessive. 


In the judgment of the Salary Study Committee, the Plan will 
establish the proper balance point between these two objectives. Such 
Plans have been established by many towns in Massachusetts and 
found successful. Towns have found often that business-like pro- 
cedures in pay matters influence more business-like practice in other 
fields. 

It is important that all become familiar with the underlying 
principles and thinking. Actually the Plan will be simple in its 
operation. 


The Plan in Brief Summary 

1. Every employee’s job is fairly rated with due regard to all 
the requirements and conditions which make one job worth more 
or less than another job. 


2. Every employee will be paid what his job is worth in com- 
parison with every other job. 

3. The proposed rates of pay are in good line with the general 
average in comparable towns and with business. 

4. The Plan can readily be kept up-to-date. When pay in- 
creases are in order, all employees will get equal consideration auto- 
matically. No employee or Department Head will have to “fight” for 
fair treatment. 


5. A Personnel Board will have the responsibility of carrying 
out the Plan so that each employee will be treated as nearly like 
every other employee under similar circumstances, with respect to 
rates of pay, ‘fringe benefits” and the like, as is humanly possible. 

6. Every town employee will have the right to go to the Per- 
sonnel Board to present his side of a question. Section 17 of the 
proposed By-Law prescribes a method by which any employee may 
process a grievance without prejudice. Any employee not Satisfied 
after taking a case to the Personnel Board, on matters covered by 
the Plan, can submit the case to the town meeting, as provided in 
the Plan. 


The Plan Explained 
THE BY-LAW 

The By-Law establishes the Salary Administration Plan and the 
necessary administration procedures. In effect it is like the “rules” 
of a game, which make it possible to play the game fairly and with- 
out constant argument as to what is right. It includes the pro- 
visions of Acts previously accepted by the Town, such as vacations, 
sick leave etc. 

There are three parts to the Plan: (1) The Classification 
Schedule, (2)»The Salary Schedule and (3) The Personnel Board. 
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1. The Classification Schedule 


The Classification Schedule shows the various town jobs in the 
order of their relative work demand and requirements, grouped into 
“Job Groups”. This is like putting the jobs on a flight of stairs, with 
the lower rating ones on the lower steps, and the higher rating ones 
on the higher steps. The stair treads represent the Job Groups, 
and the risers represent the differentials between the Job Groups. 


The Job Group into which each job falls was determined by 
measuring each job in terms of its requirements for such com- 
ponents (or factors) as work knowledge, skill, responsibilities, effort, 
working conditions, etc. The Job Rating Plans used are widely prac- 
ticed and accepted over the country by employees and employers 
in business and many municipalities. The procedure is also known 
as Job Evaluation. 


Jobs were studied and compared not as a whole, or by job titles, 
but in terms of the various ingredients or components, of which each 
is composed. This is the fairest and most dependable way to estab- 
lish the relationship between, or “relativity” of, jobs. 

As the components of each job were measured, each component 
received a certain number of points, in accordance with the rating 
plan. The sum of these points is the point score or ‘“‘rating” of the job. 
Only after this work was done, was it Known how the jobs would 
rank in relation to each other, or on which step of the “flight of 
stairs” each belonged. 

The Classification Schedule is the basis for the Salary Schedule, 
since rates of pay cannot be set properly until the relationship of 
jobs is known, and the differentials between jobs established. 


2. The Salary Schedule 


After the jobs were located on the proper steps, the next thing 
was to “price” them, and to establish rate ranges for each Job 
Group. This rate range is the rate range also for each job in the 
Group. 


Each rate range consists of a “minimum”, which is the normal 
“starting or entrance rate’; and a “maximum” which is the “top 
rate” for the job, and intermediate step rates. The Plan provides 
that a new full time employee will be on a probationary basis for 
the first six months and, if he has rendered satisfactory service, is 
then eligible for consideration for a one step rate increase. After 
that, he is eligible each year, on the “anniversary date” of his latest 
increase, for consideration for the next upward step rate until the 
top rate is attained. 


When a new job is created, or the duties of an existing job 
changed so that there is a new level of work demand, and in effect 
a new job has come into being, the procedure is to rate the new job 
or the changed existing job. This locates the job in the proper 
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job group and automatically sets the rate of pay for the new or 
changed job. 

The rate ranges, and single rates for various part time jobs, 
have been established in the light of (1) a survey of rates in near- 
by communities and in business, and (2) of additional wide infor- 
mation on going pay rates for comparable work. 

When an employee has attained the “maximum” or “top rate” 
for the job, this means that he or she is a top rated man or woman. 
It does not mean that future earning potential is frozen. The maxi- 
mum for a job, or Job Group, is simply the top of the rate range 
at the time. The Classification Schedule puts the jobs on the proper 
steps in the flight of stairs. The Salary Schedule provides rate 
ranges, which are the bottom and top for each “step”, or rate range. 
To adjust the Salary Schedule general pay level, all that is neces- 
sary is to determine by what percentage it should be adjusted, and 
then to adjust the level of the flight of stairs by this percentage. 
Thus, every employee will receive the same relative amount of pay 
adjustment. 

The entire Salary Administration Plan must be reviewed and 
audited from time to time to keep it up to date and adapted to 
changes in job content, new jobs, general economic conditions, etc. 
Hence, the Personnel Board is given the specific duty to review all 
factors affecting the pay level and to make recommendations to 
the Town as it may deem desirable in order to maintain at all times a 
fair and equitable pay level, on the general average, in keeping 
with economic conditions. 

Vacation and holidays with pay, sick leave and the like are in 
effect “indirect pay’ and a part of a good Salary Administration 
Plan. The proposed By-Law incorporates various such practices and 
policies. 


3. The Personnel Board 


There will be a Personnel Board of five members to admin- 
ister the Plan and to carry out whatever the Town may vote from 
time to time. Its duty is to interpret and operate the Salary Ad- 
ministration Plan, in order to be sure that all actions taken by all 
the various departments of the Town are in accordance with and 
consistent with the provisions of the Plan, so that there will be 
uniform interpretation and application throughout the entire Town. 
The Personnel Board is much like the Personnel Committee of a 
company, and in some ways like a Personnel Department. 

In order for the Salary Administration Plan to be of maximum 
assistance to department heads and town officials, the Personnel 
Board should have reasonable power to act. Otherwise, the Plan 
may be too rigid and might well hamper the various department 
heads and injure the services of the Town. Therefore, the duties 
of the proposed Personnel Board provide what is considered a de- 
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sirable degree of flexibility. Moreover, when a new plan is first put 
into operation it must be anticipated that there may be certain 
matters which need review and adjustment, especially during the 
first year. 


The function of the Personnel Board is to represent BOTH the 
taxpayers and the employees of the Town. There is a fair and 
equitable balance point for the mutual interests of both groups. 
The ideal is that the Personnel Board be composed of broad gauge 
and impartial citizens who will feel they are representing the 
ENTIRE Town and who will take into consideration the various 
viewpoints, interests and matters that concern the various groups 
of citizens. 


COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
School Department—Non-Academic Jobs 


Under Section 108A of the General Laws the Town cannot by 
vote include in a Salary Administration Plan those “‘positions under 
the direction and control of the School Committee.” 

However, the School Committee has taken the position that it 
believes the rates of pay for non-academic jobs in the School De- 
partment should be coordinated with those of other jobs in the 
Town. The School Committee also desired the benefits which result 
from the analysis and rating of such jobs. 


Therefore, the School Committee wrote to the Salary Study 
Committee requesting that the non-academic jobs be studied, writ- 
ten up and rates of pay established in a separate schedule. In 
making this request the School Committee was aware that this had 
been done in other towns, to the advantage of the School Depart- 
ment as well as the town as a whole. The Salary Study Committee 
has complied with this request, and for the information of all citi- 
zens, the separate salary schedule prepared at the request of the 
School Committee appears later in this Report. 


Welfare Department 

The compensation of Welfare Department jobs is established by 
the State Welfare Compensation Plan, which is mandatory on towns. 
Because the town has no voice in establishing and changing such 
rates of pay, the Committee decided that it was not advisable to 
include the Welfare Department jobs in the Salary Administration 
Plan. 

However, the Board of Public Welfare requested that such jobs 
at least be reviewed. Also, the auditors of the State Division of 
Accounts, who were working in Falmouth at the time, asked for 
a conference with Mr. Allison and stated that the Division felt, that 
when a Plan was being developed for the entire Town, it was only 
fair to give attention to the personnel of the Welfare Department 
as well. 
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Accordingly, the Welfare Department was visited, the jobs 
studied and noted. It was found that the present level of compen- 
Sation of the Welfare Department personnel is under what they 
would receive were their jobs included in the Plan. ~ 


Under the mandatory State Welfare Compensation Plan rate 
ranges for the various jobs are established on the basis of population. 
The present Falmouth rates are those for towns with a population of 
from 7,000 to 10,000. Rate ranges for towns with a population of 
from 10,000 to 25,000 will be about in line with the rate ranges 
Welfare Department jobs would have under the Plan. The latest 
census shows the population of Falmouth to be so close to 10,000 
that probably authorization can be obtained from the State Welfare 
Department for Falmouth to establish rate ranges in the 10,000 to 
25,000 bracket for Welfare Department jobs. 


As a matter of equity the Salary Study Committee recommends 
that the Board of Public Welfare take action to this end. 


The Clerical Work Week 


The Committee discovered in the course of its work that the 
scheduled work week for clerical jobs varied from 3014 hours to 40 
hours per week. This posed a very difficult and serious problem. 
Obviously the regular schedule of hours per week has a very definite 
relationship to salaries, and there can be no uniformity of salaries 
with such widely varying scheduled hours. Moreover, an unduly 
short work week imposes a cost on the Town for part time clerical 
personnel which might not be necessary, or so great, under a normal 
work week. 


The survey indicated that the customary schedule of hours for 
clerical jobs in local business was about 3614 to 40. In nearby towns 
scheduled hours were found to be 3844 or 38 per week. The survey 
also indicated that the Town’s clerical salary level was in line with 
local rates on the average. This means that actually the Town is 
paying a good going salary, but for only a six hour day, Monday 
through Friday, and three hours on alternate Saturday mornings, in 
most cases. 


After conference with the Finance Committee, the joint decision 
was reached that the By-Law should establish a work week for cleri- 
cal jobs of not less than 36% hours. This work week is still somewhat 
under the average for Falmouth business concerns and that of 
nearby towns. It would seem fair to present clerical personnel. It 
will also mean that without employing additional personnel more 
clerical time will be available, with a resulting saving in appropria- 
tion for part time personnel during part of the year. The Committee 
has also conferred with the Board of Selectmen and finds them 
in agreement. 
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Pay Adjustments 


The Committee has worked out departmental sheets showing 
the jobs established for each department, the classification of per- 
sonnel to these jobs, the rate ranges, and also the recommended 
pay adjustments to put all present personnel in step with the pro- 
posed Salary Administration Plan. Almost all present personnel 
receive increases and there is an adjustment of inequities. There 
are very few present rates of pay above the maxima of the proposed 
applicable rate ranges. Such rates are known as “personal rates” 
and the provisions of Section 8 of the By-Law applies. It is proposed 
that hereafter any increases in Schedule B—Salary Schedule be 
effective as of March 1, instead of as of January 1, as has been the 
general practice in the past. This will avoid the time and cost to 
compute retroactive pay. Step rate adjustments will be effective as 
provided in Section 9 of the By-Law. 


INSTALLATION PROCEDURES 


The Salary Administration Plan has been so completely devel- 
oped that it is ready to go into immediate operation if approved by 
the Town. In order to make sure that it functions smoothly from 
the start, the following procedures will be recommended to the Town. 


(1) Pending appointment and organization of the Personnel 
Board, the Salary Study Committee shall be empowered to function 
as an Interim Personnel Board, and shall automatically cease so 
to function on the date of the organization of the Personnel Board. 


(2) The compensation of all present town employees shall be 
as set forth in the departmental pay schedules worked out by the 
Salary Study Committee, which have been distributed to the Finance 
Committee and to department heads, and shall be payable when 
said departmental pay schedules are certified to the respective de- 
partment heads by the Salary Study Committee acting as an Interim 
Personnel Board. If, pending the appointment and organization of 
the Personnel Board, any questions shall arise, they shall be 
determined by said Committee.

Salary Study Committee 
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TOWN OF FALMOUTH — TOWN BY-LAWS 
SALARY ADMINISTRATION PLAN 


Preamble 

This By-Law establishes a Salary Administration Plan, herein- 
after called the “Plan”, which classifies the several positions in 
the town services into groups, establishes salary schedules; estab- 
ishes so-called “fringe” benefits, or “indirect pay” provisions, such 
as holidays and vacations with pay, sick leave, and the like; and es- 
tablishes a Personnel Board to administer the Plan, as hereinafter 
provided, and to represent the interests of both taxpayers and 
town employees. 


Section 1. Classification Schedule 

The positions of all officers and employees in the service of the 
Town, whether full time, part time, temporary, seasonal, special, cas- 
ual, Civil Service, or any others, other than those positions filled by 
popular election, those under the direction and control of the School 
Committee, and those in the Welfare Department, are hereby classi- 
fied by. titles in the groups listed in Schedule A, entitled ‘Classi- 
fication Schedule’, as set forth in Section 21 of this By-Law. 


Section 2. Job Descriptions and Interpretations 

The Personnel Board shall maintain written job descriptions 
of the jobs or positions in the Classification Schedule of the Plan, 
each consisting of a statement describing the essential nature of 
the work characteristics of the position that distinguish the position 
from other positions. The description for any job shall be con- 
strued solely as a means of identification and not as prescribing 
what the duties or responsibilities of any job shall be, or as modi- 
fying, or in any way affecting, the power of any administrative 
authority, as otherwise existing, to appoint, to assign duties to, or 
to direct and control the work of any employee under the jurisdiction 
of such authority. 


Section 3. New or Changed Positions 

Whenever a new position is established, or the duties of an 
existing position are so changed that a new level of work demand 
exists and in effect a new position is created, upon presentation 
of substantiating data satisfactory to the Personnel Board, the 
Board, as hereinafter provided, shall rate such new or changed posi- 
tion and allocate it to its appropriate group and establish the rate 
range therefor. 
Section 4. Combination and Multiple Jobs 

(a) For the purpose of increased efficiency, and in order to 
provide the opportunity for full time employment, two or more jobs 
which can normally be performed on a part time basis may be con- 
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solidated into one combined job, subject to the approval of the Per- 
sonnel Board. If such combined job involves work for more than one 
department the established rate of pay for the combined job shall 
be apportioned between the departments involved. 

(ob) If the duties of a salaried job can reasonably be per- 
formed within less than the established work week for the job, ad- 
ditional duties in the same or another Department may be assigned. 
Unless such additional duties raise the average level of work de- 
mand, so that in effect a new job is created, there shall be no ad- 
ditional compensation. In case of any question the Personnel 
Board shall hear and determine the matter. 

(c) No employee of the Town shall hold two or more different 
town jobs the performance of which may conflict, or the duties of 
which are, or can be, performed in the same schedule of working 
hours, and draw full compensation for each, or additional com- 
pensation for the second job. In the event it should seem desir- 
able to consolidate two different jobs into a combination job, the 
appointing authority shall refer the matter to the Personnel Board 
for its consideration as to whether such action is consistent with 
the Salary Administration Plan and to the best interests of the 
Town, and its decision shall determine the matter. 

Section 5. Titles of Positions 

No person shall be appointed, employed or paid as an employee 
in any position subject to the provisions of the Salary Administra- 
tion Plan under any title other than those of the Classification 
Schedule, or any title other than that of the job the duties of which 
are actually performed. The job title in the Classification Schedule 
of the Plan shall be the official title for all purposes having to do 
with the position and shall be used to designate the position in all 
payrolls, budget estimates and official reports, and in every other 
connection involving personnel and fiscal processes. 

Section 6. Reclassification of Employees 

No employee may be reclassified to a job in another group, 
either higher or lower, until the Personnel Board shall have deter- 
mined such a reclassification will be consistent with the provisions 
of the Salary Administration Plan and shall have approved the 
reclassification. 

Section 7. Salary Schedule 

(a) The Salary Schedule of the Salary Administration Plan, 
set forth as Schedule B in Section 22 of this By-Law, shall consist of 
the maximum and minimum salaries, step-rate salaries, or single 
rate salaries for the groups and jobs in the Classification Schedule. 
The salary range of a group shall be the salary range for all posi- 
tions classified in such group. No employee shall be paid at any 
other rate than the applicable rate in Schedule B—Salary Schedule 
unless so authorized by the Personnel Board, or by amendment of 
the Plan. 
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(b) Employees in jobs for which rates are shown on an hourly 
basis shall be paid at the applicable hourly rate for all hours, or 
proportionally for fractions of hours, worked. 

(c) For the clerical jobs in the groups numbered in the forties 
the basic work week shall be not less than thirty-six and one-half 
hours (36%), plus such additional hours, within reason, as may be 
required by peak work load at certain times during the year. If 
the scheduled work hours for any job should be less than this basic 
work week, the Department Head shall so notify the Personnel 
Board which shall establish a proportional rate of pay. 

(d) To be eligible for pay all employees shall work the full 
time period for which applicable rates of pay are shown in Schedule 
B—Salary Schedule. No time off with pay shall be granted by any 
Department Head except as specifically provided by administrative 
policies and procedures established by the Personnel Board. 
Section 8. Salary Rates above Maximum 

Any salary rate which is above the maximum rate for a job, 
as established by this Salary Administration Plan, shall be deemed 
to be a personal rate, and apply only to the incumbent. When such 
incumbent leaves the employ of the town or is transferred to another 
job with a higher maximum rate than his personal rate or when 
higher maximum rates are established, the personal rate shall 
Gisappear. No other employee assigned to, or hired for, such job 
Shall advance beyond the maximum of the job. 

Section 9. Adjustment Policies 

(a) Every employee subject to this plan who is in the contin- 
uous full time service of the Town, computed from the date of his 
latest employment, and who has a satisfactory performance record, 
shall be eligible annually, one year from the date of the latest in- 
crease, for consideration for advance to the next higher step rate, 
but not more than one step rate in any one twelve-month period, 
until the maximum for his job is reached, subject to the approval 
of his department head and the Personnel Board. Any employee 
denied such an increase has the right of appeal to the Personnel 
Board, which shall confer with both employee and the Department 
Head, and shall decide the matter. All adjustments shall be approved 
in advance by the Personnel Board. 

(b) Part time employees who regularly work a substantial 
number of hours per week, and for whose jobs rate ranges and step 
rates are provided, shall be eligible for consideration for increases 
on the same basis as provided for full time personnel in clause (a) 
of this section, but on a merit basis, provided the Personnel Board 
decides that an appropriate number of hours have been worked. 
Employees who may work full time for part of a year only shall be 
eligible for consideration on a merit increase basis, provided that 
the Personnel Board decides that the facts of the case justify such 
an increase as consistent with the Plan. 
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(c) Special, casual and other part time personnel for whose 
positions there is a single rate shall not be eligible for step rate 
increases. 

Section 10. Promotion and Transfers 


(a) When an employee is promoted to a job with a higher 
rate range, or rate of pay, he shall enter it at the minimum of the 
job rate range or at his own rate, whichever is higher, but in no 
event at a rate in excess of the maximum for such job. He may also 
receive at the time a one step rate increase, provided the maximum 
for the job is not exceeded, if the Department Head recommends 
that qualifications and performance warrant it, and the Personnel 
Board approves. If the Department Head should feel that there 
should be a trial period before recommending the promotional one 
step rate increase, on recommendation of the Department Head, 
the Personnel Board may approve such a deferred promotional 
increase at the conclusion of the trial period. 


(b) If an employee is transferred to a job with a lower rate 
range, or rate of pay, he shall enter it at his own rate or at the maxi- 
mum rate for the job, whichever is the lower, providing the Personnel 
Board approves. The employee shall have the right of appeal to the 
Personnel Board and to be heard thereon, and the Personnel Board 
shall decide the matter. 


Section 11. New Personnel 


(a) The hiring rate shall be the minimum of the rate range of 
the job for which the new employee is hired, unless otherwise auth- 
orized by the Personnel Board. Department Heads shall notify the 
Personnel Board of the hiring of all new personnel and their hiring 
rates. 


(b) For new regular full time personnel the first six months 
of employment shall be a probationary period, at the end of which 
the employee may advance one step rate, provided the Department 
Head recommends that qualifications and performance warrant 
it, and the Personnel Board approves. Otherwise, he shall be eli- 
gible for consideration after one year of continuous service. This 
probationary step rate increase shall apply only at the start of em- 
ployment, and shall not apply in case of transfer or promotion or 
other change from one job to another. 

Section 12. Department Budgets 

Each Department Head shall include in the annual budget a pay 
adjustment section to provide funds for anticipated pay adjust- 
ments during the ensuing year, expenditures to be made only in 
accordance with the Salary Administration Plan with the approval 
of the Personnel Board, and provided funds are available. 

Section 13. “Fringe” Benefits 

The Salary Administration Plan shall also cover all so-called 

“Fringe” benefits, such as holidays and vacations with pay, sick 


372 


leave, and other such matters, both those included in the Plan at 
its adoption and any others which may be included in the future. 


A. Holidays 

(1) All regular full time employees shall receive time off with- 
out loss of pay on the following state legal holidays—New Year’s Day, 
Washington’s Birthday, Patriot’s Day, Memorial Day, Independence 
Day, Labor Day, Columbus Day, Veteran’s Day, Thanksgiving Day 
and Christmas; provided they fall on, or are observed on, a regularly 
scheduled work day. 

(2) In the case of Police and Fire Departments, or other de- 
partments whose personnel is subject to duty seven days a week, 
those regular employees who are assigned to duty on the holiday 
Shall receive a compensatory day off. Details as to administrative 
policies and practices relative to holidays with pay shall be as pre- 
pared and established under the direction of the Personnel Board. 


B. Vacations 

(1) In accordance with Section 111 of Chapter 41 of the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts, which was accepted by the Town in 1914, 
employees shall be granted two weeks of vacation without loss of 
pay, if they have actually worked for the Town for thirty weeks in 
the aggregate during the twelve months preceding the first day of 
June in such year. 

(2) Vacations shall be granted by the Department Heads 
at such times as, in their opinion, will cause the least interference 
with the performance of the regular work of the departments. 
Vacations must be taken in the year in which they are due, and shall 
not accumulate from year to year. 

(3) In the event of termination of employment which is caused 
through no fault of the employee, provided the employee has been 
in the continuous full time service of the town for at least one year; 
or by reason of retirement; the employee shall be paid, or entitled 
to time off with pay, for any accrued vacation at the rate of one 
day’s regular pay for each full month since the employee’s pre- 
ceding vacation, not to exceed two week’s pay. In the event of the 
death of an employee any such accrued vacation pay shall be paid 
to his estate. 

(4) Administrative vacation policies and practices shall be as 
prepared and established by the Personnel Board. Department 
Heads shall identify all pay for vacations on the payroll in which 
such pay occurs. 


Cc. Sick Leave 

(1) In accordance with Section 111B of Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, which was accepted by the Town in 
1950, regular full time employees shall be entitled to fifteen days 
of sickness or accident leave, exclusive of Sundays and holidays, 
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without loss of pay. If such sick leave allowance is not used in any 
particular year it shall accumulate for a period of six years, up to 
a maximum of ninety days, for use in any subsequent year. The 
date from which accumulated sick leave shall be computed, for all 
present regular full time employees, shall be the starting date of the 
employee’s current period of full time continuous service with the 
Town. Sick and accident leave shall be payable only in cases of bona- 
fide illness or accident not covered by Workmen’s Compensation. 


(2) Employees who are absent because of such sickness or 
accident for a period of more than two days shall be required to 
present a doctor’s certificate to their Department Head stating the 
reason and the period of time the employee will be absent from work. 


(3) This section is not to be construed by any employee or De- 
partment Head as a subterfuge for time off, nor shall it apply in the 
case of any sickness or accident caused by over-indulgence in al- 
cohol or narcotics, or by the employee’s misconduct. Department 
Heads shall clearly indicate on their payrolls all payments for sick 
leave. Administrative policies and practices shall be prepared and 
established by the Personnel Board. 


D. Workmen’s Compensation 


Present practices now followed by the Town related to Work- 
men’s Compensation shall continue unchanged. 


E. Military Leave 


Employees shall be entitled, during the time of their services 
in the armed forces of the Commonwealth, under Sections 38, 40, 
41, 42 and 60 of Chapter 33 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
or during their annual tour of duty of not exceeding fifteen days 
as a member of a reserve component of the armed forces of the 
United States, to receive pay therefor, without loss of their ordinary 
remuneration as an employee or official of the Town; and shall 
also be entitled to the vacation with pay to which they are entitled 
under the vacation provisions of this Plan. The foregoing provisions 
are in accordance with Section 59, of Chapter 33 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts. 


F. Jury Duty 


If an employee is called to jury duty he shall receive an amount 
equal to the difference between his normal compensation and the 
amount (excluding any travel allowance) received for such duty, 
upon presentation of evidence of the amount so paid. 


Section 14. Leaves of Absence 


Leaves of absence may be granted for valid reasons by a De- 
partment Head, but shall be without compensation. In no event 
shall leave of absence be granted for the purpose of seeking, or try- 
ing out, another job. 
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Leaves of absence of over three months duration, except mili- 
tary leave, shall be considered a break in employment and on return 
to work the employee shall have the status of a new employee, unless 
an extension of leave beyond three months has been recommended 
by the Department Head and authorized by the Personnel Board. 


Section 15. The Personnel Board 

There shall be a Personnel Board to administer the Salary 
Administration Plan, said Board to be appointed by the Modera- 
tor, consisting of five voters other than employees of the Town or 
those serving the Town regularly in any elective or appointive 
capacity; provided, however, that these eligibility provisions shall 
not apply to members of the Salary Study Committee, in order 
that the experience of these men in developing the Plan may be 
available to the Town in connection with its installation. Mem- 
bers of the Board shall serve without compensation. 


When the Personnel Board is first constituted, the Moderator 
shall appoint two members to serve until May 31, 1959, two to 
serve until May 31, 1958, and one to serve until May 31, 1957. All 
subsequent appointments shall be for three years. Any vacancies 
shall be filled by the Moderator. All members shall continue to 
hold office until their successors have been appointed and quali- 
fied. The Personnel Board may employ assistance and incur ex- 
penses as it deems necessary, subject to appropriation of funds 
therefor. 


Section 16. Duties of the Personnel Board 

(a) The Personnel Board shall administer the Salary Ad- 
ministration Plan and shall establish such policies, procedures and 
regulations as it deems necessary for the administration of such 
Plan. 

(b) The Board shall annually, in June, meet and organize by 
the choice of a Chairman and Clerk. A majority of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The votes of 
the majority of all the members of the Board shall be necessary 
on any matter upon which it is authorized to or required to pass 
under the Salary Administration Plan. 

(c) The Personnel Board shall maintain records of all em- 
ployees subject to this Plan, including therein such information as 
it deems desirable, said records to be kept by the Town Accountant, 
under the direction of the Board. Department Heads shall fur- 
nish such information as they shall be requested by the Board. 
The Town Accountant shall also check on matters covered by the 
Plan and shall bring any deviations to the attention of the Board 
prior to payment. 

(d) The Personnel Board, from time to time, shall review the 
work of all positions subject to the Salary Administration Plan. 
Such reviews shall be so scheduled as to cover all such positions 
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at intervals of not more than three years. The Personnel Board 
may tentatively add a new job to the Classification Schedule or 
reclassify an existing job to a different group either higher or 
lower, subject to the subsequent ratification of its action by for- 
mal amendment of the Salary Administration Plan at the next 
annual town meeting. 


(e) The Personnel Board shall, from time to time, review the 
Salary Schedule, “fringe” benefits and administration policies of 
the Salary Administration Plan. It shall keep informed as to pay 
rates and policies outside the service of the Town, and shall recom- 
mend to the Town any action which it deems desirable to main- 
tain a fair and equitable pay level. 


(f) Upon recommendation of a Department Head, supported 
by evidence in writing of special reasons and exceptional circum- 
stances satisfactory to the Personnel Board, said Board may author- 
ize an entrance rate higher than the minimum rate for a position, 
and such other variances in the Salary Administration Plan as 
it may deem necessary for the proper functioning of the services 
of the Town, and to effectuate the basic intent of the Plan. 


(g) The Personnel Board shall make an annual report to the 
Town, including recommendations on any matters related to the 
Plan which it feels should be considered by the Town. 


Section 17. Employees and the Personnel Board 


All employees shall have the right to request an appointment 
to confer with the Personnel Board on any matter which is of in- 
terest or concern to them and which is covered by the Plan. In 
addition, to foster mutual understanding and good personnel 
practices, the Personnel Board shall also function as personnel re- 
lations review board, and as such shall be empowered to adjust the 
grievances of all employees of the Town covered by the Plan; 
provided, however, that any such adjustment shall not involve 
the Town in any expenditure of money in excess of an available 
appropriation. As used in this section, the word “Grievance” shall 
be construed to mean any dispute between an employee of the 
town and his appointing authority arising out of an exercise 
of administrative discretion by some such authority under the 
agreement between the employee and the Town, except a dispute 
concerning a change in one or more of the terms of such agree- 
ment, and except also a dispute which is, or under proper appeal 
would be, within the jurisdiction of the civil service commission 
or the contributory retirement appeal board. 

As the first step, any employee who may feel aggrieved shall 
discuss the matter with his Department Head, in a mutual effort 
to clear up any problems or misunderstanding. 

If two weeks after such a conference, a satisfactory under- 
standing and solution of the problem has not been reached, then 
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either the Department Head or the employee may take the matter 
to the Board. The Board shall hear the parties not later than its 
next regular meeting. There shall be no discrimination or preju- 
Gice by any Department Head against any employee who may take 
a matter to the Board. 


Section 18. Amendment of the Plan 


The Salary Administration Plan may be amended in the same 
manner in which the town by-laws may be amended; provided, 
however, that no amendment to the Plan shall be made until it 
has been presented by signed petition addressed to and submitted 
to the Personnel Board, and acted upon by the Board. Upon re- 
ceipt of such a written petition, the Board, after giving the peti- 
tioners, the heads of departments and employees affected at least 
three days’ written notice, shall hold a hearing of the parties in- 
terested to consider the proposed amendment. If the Personnel 
Board shall disapprove any such proposed amendment, and failure 
to act thereon within fifteen days after the hearing shall be deemed 
disapproval, the petition may then be presented to the town meet- 
ing for its consideration and action, if so desired. The Board of 
its own motion, after a similar hearing and/or conference with 
parties interested, may propose an amendment to the Plan. 


Section 19. Civil Service Law 

Nothing in this by-law, or in the Salary Administration Plan, 
shall be construed to conflict with Chapter 31 of the General Laws, 
which is the Chapter dealing with the Civil Service Laws. 


Section 20. Separability Provision 

In the event that any provision of this by-law, or application 
thereof, shall be held to be invalid by the proper authorities, this 
shall not be construed to affect the validity of any other provision, 
or application thereof, of this by-law.

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Report of the Town Manager Study Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your Committee requests that the comments and recom- 
mendations which follow be accepted as an interim or pro- 
gress report with the understanding that further recom- 
mendations and supporting data will be submitted as soon 
as practicable for consideration at a future Town Meeting. 


We regret that we have been unable to prepare com- 
plete recommendations for submission at this meeting. You 
will recall that the Committee was authorized by the Town 
Meeting on September 19, 1955. Representatives of the five 
groups designated in the authorizations were appointed as 
follows: Falmouth Taxpayers Association, Oct. 6; League of 
Women Voters, Oct. 6; Selectmen, Oct. 28; Planning Board, 
Oct. 28; Finance Committee, Nov. 17. 

We held an organization meeting Nov. 25 at which Mr. 
Waller was elected chairman, Mr. Costa vice-chairman and 
Mrs. McGilvray secretary. Nine meetings have been held 
since that time. One of these was devoted to a discussion 
of road construction, repair and maintenance and related 
matters with the Highway Surveyor; one to a general re- 
view of municipal operation with the Board of Selectmen, and 
one to a discussion with the Town Clerk and Treasurer. A 
meeting was held in Randolph, Mass. at which we con- 
ferred with the Town Manager. The following Randolph 
officials were also present: the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Highway Surveyor and the Chairman of the 
Selectman-Town Manager Study Group. Two members of 
the committee met with the Town Manager of Stoughton 
and arranged for a further conference which was held in 
Middleboro. At the meeting in Middleboro we discussed var- 
ious aspects of the Selectmen-Town Manager system with 
the Town Managers of Middleboro and Stoughton. Also present 
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was the Stoughton Welfare Agent. Two members of our 
committee have had discussions with the Massachusetts 
Federation of Taxpayers in Boston on different occasions, 
and also with the Falmouth Town Engineer and Water Com- 
missioners. All members of the committee have read charters 
adopted by municipalities operating under the Selectmen- 
Town Manager system and have reviewed a considerable 
amount of related literature and information. 


Many Falmouth citizens feel that there are certain in- 
adequacies in the administration of various Town functions. 
In support of this assertion, it is submitted that the Town 
Meeting has approved, in addition to our committee, an- 
other body which has just completed a wage-personnel study. 
It is evident to all that our Town Hall and other public build- 
ings are shabby and inadequate. Problems relating to our 
highways, drainage, traffic control and control of real estate 
development await action. 


On Feb. 1, 1955 the Falmouth Taxpayers Association 
issued a pamphlet entitled, “ Are Falmouth Real Estate 
Valuations Equal?” This served to establish the existence 
of many inequities, some of which were evidently of long 
standing, and prompted the Town Meeting to authorize a 
full review of real property assessments by a qualified organ- 
ization which specializes in such work. 


In our meeting with the Highway Surveyor we discussed 
the advantages of a centralized Departmnet of Public Works. 
It was his unqualified opinion that a reorganization which 
would permit centralized administration of maintenance, im- 
provement and extension work pertaining to highways, 
beaches, parks, trees, town dump, waterways and cemeteries 
as authorized by those responsible for its direction would 
result in economies and increased efficiency. These bene- 
fits would stem from more efficient use of personnel and 
equipment. We found the Board of Selectmen in agreement 
with this opinion. 


Similar centralization in the administration of clerical 
and other functions has been found to produce economies 
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and efficiency in other communities. We are studying the 
effect of such reorganization, including centralized purchas- 
ing of all supplies, materials and services required by the 
Town. Centralized purchasing does not contemplate bulk 
purchases or buying in anticipation of possible need. One 
of the essential advantages is in reducing the number of 
small purchases of the same or similar items from various 
sources at less than available quantity discount rates. 


We are giving thorough consideration to the Selectmen- 
Town Manager system of administration as a means to im- 
prove the administrative operations of our municipal govern- 
ment. We are unanimous in considering the Town Meeting 
as the final and only proper authority in our town govern- 
ment, and the Selectmen as the delegated representatives 
of the Town Meeting, responsible for seeing that its policies 
are made effective, and that the various municipal activi- 
ties and operations are confined within the scope of these 
policies. Any administrative changes proposed must be such 
as to confirm the authority and enhance the prestige of the 
Town Meeting and the Selectmen. 


We propose, therefore, to provide our Town Meeting 
members and the electorate with full information regarding 
the precise nature, the advantages and the limitations of 
the Selectmen-Town Manager type of administration. This 
will be accomplished by successive reports or releases, meet- 
ings and other appropriate means. 


Our original appropriation was in the amount of $500.00 
and there have been no expenditures to date. We request 
that this amount be carried over for future use of this com- 
mittee.

' Article I. TOWN MEETINGS 

Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any other motions 
which he shall so request, shall be presented to the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money 
shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless 
public notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be given with- 
in thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note 
in writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the notice 
of reconsideration is given. 


(Note: See also By-Laws 1 and 2 regarding Town Meetings) 


Article 11. ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and committees having 
the control or expenditure of the town’s money, including a list of all in- 
debtedness against their departments, which does not appear in their 
financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, including the 
articles of the warrant and the action of the meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special committees made at 
any meetings held during the year, together with any action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions passed. 


(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes relating to the 
Town’s business and all amendments thereof, adopted since the preceding 
Annual Town Report. (1955 Annual 2) 


Article If. SELECTMEN 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight of all town 
affairs, whether conducted by special boards or not; and have the right 
to make any suggestions for the better conduct of the department, board 
or committee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 

Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons to the of- 


fices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, public weighers, fence 
viewers and field drivers. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to purchase for the 
several boards or committees, except water commissioners, oil, coal and 
fuel oil. The various boards and committees shall, on or before July 1 
in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to 
the board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and fuel oil re- 
quired for the use of their respective departments or committees for one 
year. The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, adver- 
tise for bids to furnish the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor 
for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the 
selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total con- 
tract) for the faithful performance of his contract. 

(Note: See also vote VII (6) regarding bids and 
By-Law 11 as to Town Contracts) 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual report to the 
town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year and 
recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 

(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all suits to 
which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the report. 

(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, the 
length and width, cost of construction and amount of land damages in 
each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


Article IV. WATER COMMISSIONERS 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized and directed to 
make minor extensions of water mains when, in their judgment, such 
action would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such extensions 
to be paid from the funds in their hands, provided that not more than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) be expended on such extension in any 
one year. 


(Note: See also By-Law 12 regarding Guarantees) 


Article V. HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


Section. 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to award con- 
tracts for building new roads. 


Article VI. TRANSPORTATION 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth shall receive 
any compensation for transportation within the limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid or un- 
paid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town of Falmouth on 
official business connected with the duties of his office, he shall be en- 
titled to receive pay on the following basis: If he travels by rail or by 
water, he shall be allowed the amount of his fare; if he travels by motor 
vehicle, he shall be allowed at the rate of eight (8) cents per mile of 
travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automobile or truck 
any laborers employed by any department of the Town, (a) the expense 
incurred shall be charged in as “transportation of labor’; (b) all charges 
for transportation of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per 
hour or per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in trans- 
porting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall be 
charged against the appropriation for that particular work on which the 
transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town and 
carrying one or more laporers whose work is connected directly with the 
operation of the truck, or any apparatus or materials carried by the truck, 
shall be charged under “trucking” at so much per hour or day, and shall 
not be entitled to any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


Ki, Article VII. GENERAL 

Section 1. At any town meeting when special committees are ap- 
pointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the compensation of the 
committee and also a sum of money for expenses of such committee, 
otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either 
services or expenses. 


(Note: See also By-Laws 1 and 2 regarding Town Meetings) 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered to con- 
sult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the tax col- 
lector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders countersigned 
by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll taxes or other- 
wise shall have such debt deducted before payment by the treasurer from 
any sum due him from the town for work on roads or for any other serv- 
ice performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of which com- 
petitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest 
responsible bidder; preference always going to citizens, when other con- 
ditions of the situation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town shall be re- 
turnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time and shall be publicly 
opened and read by one of the selectmen at that time. 


(Note: See also By-Law 11 as to Town Contracts) 
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By-Laws and Regulations 


The following constitute the By-Laws, duly approved, 
relating to town meetings in Falmouth. 


1. NOTICE OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the 
warrant therefor in every postoffice in the Town, at least seven days be- 
fore the time appointed for such meeting. Such further notice of any 
Town Meetings may be given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


2. CONDUCT OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first or 
second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February but that portion 
of said meeting held for the election of town officers shall take place on 
the succeeding Tuesday. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, April 3, 1946.) 


Section 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the local 
newspaper at least seven days before any special town meetings the 
recommendations and estimates of all committees (except the finance 
committee) relating to the expenditure of money, upon which action is 
to be taken. 


Section 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in which they 
appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appropriations shall be 
grouped together in the warrant and those articles referred from previous 
town meetings shall take an early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for registered vot- 
ers, all others to use the gallery or seats on the platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea and nay” 
vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which they appear 
in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, Apri) 17, 1925.)

building or structure shall be moved, altered, reconstructed or enlarged 
so that a front yard less in clear depth shall result except that on Routes 
28 and 151, the State Highway from Route 28 to Woods Hole and Sand- 
wich Road from Route 28 to Otis Air Force Base, all front yards shall 
be not less than thirty-five feet. Projecting eaves and uncovered steps 
shall not be considered as coming within the meaning of this section. 
Where to an extent of fifty percent of the frontage space between two 
intersecting streets, or in a space of one hundred feet in both directions 
on the same side of a street, front yards of greater uniform depth than 
twenty-five feet have been established, by common agreement, or by 
private building restrictions, or through common usage, such front yards 
shall, notwithstanding any other provision of this by-law, be and remain 
the front yard space for such street or portion of street.

TOWN REPORT COVER y 


Twenty police officers and men, utilizing four radio-equipped cruiser 
cars, trained men within an efficient organization assisted by the latest 
in police equipment, protect the public safety of Falmouth today. The 
growth of Falmouth’s Police Department matches the growth of the 
town over the past twenty-five years. The department, as we know it 
today, a modern department for a forward-looking town, has evolved 
since 1921. 


On Feb. 16, 1921, the town voted to establish a Police Department 
under dir of the ,Board of Selectmen. The sum of $5,200 was ap- 
propriated to put the new department on its feet and pay expenses of 
the first year. 


Chief of police ‘and the only full-time policeman was the late Chester 
H. Lawrence. During the first year of the Falmouth Police Department 
Chief Lawrence investigated only 99 complaints. Today Falmouth police 
will examine thousands of complaints yearly. 


The department grew slowly until 1930. @aptain Benjamin F. Berry 
and Herbert H. Lawrence served their turns as chief. In 1930 the force 
numbered five patrolmen and the police chief, but an economy-minded 
finance board in this early depression year cut the number back to three 
patrolmen. 


In 1929 and 1930 a sensational jewel robbery at Nobska and the un- 
solved murder of Clarence Parker drew attention of an aroused citizenry 
to the state of neglect into which the department had fallen. A move- 
ment heavily supported by summer residents aimed at building the de- 
partment and finding a qualified man who would accept the position of 
chief and make the police his career. Police budget was nearly doubled. 
It went in 1931 to $26,811 from $13,985 the year before. William A. Mer- 
cer, a former state policeman, was brought in as chief. The force in- 
ereased to 12 full-time patrolmen in summer. Call boxes were installed 
on Main street, and the telephone at headquarters was manned 24 hours 
a day. 


The next three years saw some ground lost. The budget was quickly 
cut back to $17,000, and two of the patrolmen were forced to take salary 
reductions. Two lost their jobs when the police appropriation was not 
enough to pay all the men. Chief Mercer resigned and was succeeded 
by Roy S. Conant, who had been sergeant, and when Chief Conant re- 
signed Sgt. Arthur F. Hamilton became acting chief. 


In February, 1934, Falmouth selectmen appointed Harold L. Baker 
chief of police. He has held the job ever since, providing the stability 
the department needed to grow and progress with the tremendous 
changes that the next twenty years brought. 


The modern administration that Chief of Police Baker introduced 
was not always popular. When a course in police methods was adopted 
old-timers on the force said it was “baloney” and refused to take an 
examination. Differences were ironed out. Under Chief Baker’s leader- 
ship schooling in modern crime detection and police procedures has 
been required of all members of the department. 
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Such techniques as the fingerprinting of prisoners were introduced. 
Firearm instruction was brought to the department by Gilbert E. Boone, 
then a Falmouth architect and a qualified instructor for New England 
Police Revolver league. 


The force in 1934, when Chief Baker took over as chief, comprised 
the following men: Arthur F. Hamilton, sergeant; Carleton B. Wright, 
Frank L. Evans, Veazie L. Brackett, Chester H. Lawrence, Lewis S. Mc- 
Lane, Clayton W. Collins and Ralph Erskine. 


One of the first matters to which the new police chief turned his 
attention was obtaining .adequate quarters. The department in those 
days was housed in two cubicles in the basement of Town Hall. Chief 
Baker asserted it was improper to require any prisoner to spend a night 
locked up behind bars in the closet that passed for a cell. A garage had 
been built to give the cruiser cars protection from the elements. Now 
Chief Baker proposed a separate police building. The 1935 annual town 
meeting appropriated $5,000. : 


A committee of three, Chief Baker, George E. Dean and Dr. George 
H. Greene, with Building Commissioner Ray D. Wells, stipervised the 
construction. The department moved into its new building behind town 
hall on Nov. 1, 1935. 


The next year another forward step was taken when the town adop- 
ted Civil Service for its\firemen and policemen. In 1938 the town spent 
$1,700 to install two-way radio in the cruiser cars. The annual budget 
had grown to $23,000 and $24,000. In summer during those years just 
before World War II the force expanded to 14 and 15. Development was 
steady and unspectacular. The Police Department stopped being front 
page news and, in this case, it was a good sign. 


War years brought a man-sized challenge to Falmouth Police De- 
partment. When the streets filled with soldiers from Camp Edwards in 
a war-time atmosphere the policemen had their job cut out for them. 
In 1942, first full year of war, the number of complaints shot from 866 
to 1,471. The force was expanded and the budget increased to meet the 
new demands. Throughout this turbulent period Falmouth police main- 
tained order in the town, cooperating closely with Military Police from 
Camp Edwards as soldiers swelled the population to that of a small city. 


Unprecedented growth since the war has imposed a new burden 
on the Police Department. The annual budget has grown as follows: 
1946, $39,362; 1950, $55,867; 1954, $85,840. In 1952 an addition was built 
on the police station and the cell block was brought up to modern 
standards of cleanliness and security. Cost was $17,200. In 1949 the radio 
system was brought up to date. Today the Police Department, which 
patrols an area of 140 square miles containing 10,000 persons in winter 
and three times that number in summer, has the organization and the 
know-how to meet whatever emergency or unforeseen developments 
that the future may hold. 
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
